SWEDEN TELLS DENMARK GAS DEMAND IN SCANIA IS LIMITED

[Text] Sydgas manager Arvid Persson says that if Denmark wants to sell Sweden more 
natural gas from its North Sea fields, western Scania cannot take any more. So the 
planned natural gas network will have to be expanded toward Halland and eastern 
Scania. 


That costs a lot of money. The interest that industry shows in natural gas will de- 
pend to a large extent on the price and the upcoming energy tax. Natural gas must 
be competitive in price if it is to win general acceptance in Sweden. 


In total, there are an additional 250 million cubic meters of gas that Denmark can 
sell to Sweden--provided that the gas network in Denmark itself is not expanded 
drastically. So says Arvid Persson, who took part in the negotiations with the Dans. 


Denmark cannot use as much gas in its recently built gas network and planned expan- 
sions aS waS Originally thought. This is partly because the Danes are conserving 
more energy than expected and partly because industry is running at a slow pace. And 
there is also the price to consider. 


Under the contract, western Scania will get a maximum of 440 million cubic meters of 
natural gas per year. 


And now, perhaps, an additional 250 million cubic meters. 


Arvid Persson says: "As far as western Scania is concerned, we estimate that we can 
sell only what is already contracted for. At that quantity, 20 percent of the petro- 
leum will be replaced by natural gas. That is an adequate percentage." 


Natural gas, which will be turned on in Sweden on 1 October 1985, is being sold to- 
day in residential areas, where it competes with electricity in price. But how will 
it be accepted by industry, where price is an important factor? The coming energy 
tax wiil be of great importance in determining the competitiveness of natural gas.

NORTH SEA GAS FIND--As operator for the Statoil-Petronord group, Norsk Hydro 
has found gus in the eighth hole on block 30-7 which lies approximately 180 km 
west of Bergen, the Oil Directorate reports. Gas has been found in this block 
before but more seismic studies and drilling is needed to find out if the 

finds can be extracted economically. So far it is estimated that 60-70 billion 
cubic meters of gas is known to be in the block but that is too little to start 
production. In addition the geology of the block is unusually complex with 
many faults requiring a lot of test drilling. Quite high pressure beneath the 
surface creates further problems.

TRADE MINISTER IN MEXICO: IMPORTS TO RESUME BY 1983

[Text] When Minister of Trade Bj6rn Molin met the Mexican 
secretary of commerce during the Swedish state visit the other 
day, he asked about the reason for Sweden's behavior in the 
oil question. 


"It can be said that we cleared the air,"' the minister of tride tells SVENSKA 
DAGBLADET. "I understand the Mexicans' being perplexed earl:®r, but now the mis- 
understanding has been cleared up." 


The result of the conservation: Sweden keeps its favorable oil contract with 
Mexico, but will buy no oil until 1983. 


The whole oil question was a sensitive point during the Swedish state visit. 
During President Lopez Portillo's visit in Sweden in 1980--when 011 prices were 
high--Sweden concluded a long-term agreement with Mexico on deliveries of oil. 
Sweden was to buy 70,000 barrels a day, or 3.5 million tons a year, at a total 
price of $30 million. 


But in June prices dropped dramatically on the oil market, and Mexico's Maya oil, 
heavy and hard to refine, was suddenly too high-priced. 


State petroleum and OK did not keep their contract, and only one tanker carrying 
30 million kronor's worth of 011 was ever delivered. 


When the king visited the oil company PEMEX [Mexican Petroleum] the other day, 
early in the state visit, one of the reasons was to soothe the Mexicans' irrita- 
tion over the Swedish behavior. 


Exhortation 


The king made a nice speech, but the Mexicans spoke plainly from the beginning. 
The vice chief of the Department of Commerce, Gilberto Escobedo, pointed out that 
Sweden had bought no oil since 6 November 1980. At the same time he reckoned up 
what PEMEX had bought from Sweden (0il platforms, oil-drilling equipment, two 
tankers, and a supply vessel). 











"We are eager to see whether you are going to change your attitude," he said. 


After the king's visit, Trade Minister Bj6rn Molin stayed behind with Moctezuma 
Cid, the head of PEMEX, and later in the day he resumed his talk with his col- 
league Jorge de la Vega. 


'Unrealistic' 


"I spoke plainly, too,'' says Bj6rn Molin. "I explained that we are very much 
interested in keeping our contract, but that it is unrealistic to expect that we 
shall buy oil during the first 6 months of 1982." 


The problem is that the Swedes cannot refine the heavy Maya oil, and that the 
Mexicans refuse to sell only the lighter Isthmus oil. Mexico wants to sell half 
of each. The Maya oil contains a high sulfur content and heavy metals. 


Swedish businessmen in Mexico have been worried that the oil affair might be an 
obstacle to competing for the big nuclear power plant. Curt Nicolin and others 
indicated that during the week. 


Trade Minister Bj6rn Molin says: “After my conversations I am completely con- 
vinced that Mexico is not going to impose any connection between oil and nuclear 
power."

OIL IMPORTS CUT EIGHTEEN PERCENT .N 1981, BUT BILL UP

[Text] Swedish oil imports declined last year by 18 percent, 
but the oil bill still increased. 0il consumption is also de- 
clining internationally. 


In spite of the 18-percent decrease, the oil bill increased by 6 percent, from 
32.7 billion to 34.5 billion kronor. From the imported oil products, commodi- 
ties worth ca. 5 billion kronor were reexported, so that the oil bill at 
Sweden's expense stopped at 29 billion kronor. That is still 2 billion kronor 
more than the previous year's 27 billion kronor. 


For the current year SPK's /National Price and Cartel Office/ experts do not believe 
the prices on oil and gasoline will increase. The international prices, which are 


calculated in dollars, have dropped, in accordance with a decision within OPEC. 


"Among other things, I believe the dollar will decline or remain unchanged," says 
Ake Hallman, a division director at SPK. "That means a great deal." 





The change in the dollar exchange rate is the main reason for the cost increase, 
the Price and Cartel Board says in its first quarterly report for the year. 

Saudi Arabia is the biggest supplier of 0il to Sweden--48.6 percent of our crude 
oil imports are from that country. The two North Sea producers Great Britain and 
Norway are next biggest, with a combined total of 28.8 percent of the Swedish 
crude oil imports; of the 31 million tons imported, 18 million was crude oil and 
the rest refined products. Great Britain is the biggest of the North Sea suppli- 
ers, accounting at present for 20 percent of the Swedish crude oil imports. 





Shrinking Market 


The importing corporations have been competing on a shrinking Swedish market. 
During the months of January to October 1981 we consumed a good 2 percent less 
gasoline than the year before, a good 15 percent less of the light heating oil, 
and nearly 19 percent less of the heavy. Overall the consumption of 0il products 
in Sweden decreased in volume by 16 percent. 


The tax on gasoline was 164 Ore per liter, which is ca. 42 percent of the costs. 
Gasoline gave the oil companies a reasonable profit--nearly 6 percent margin. 











The thin heating oil, on the other hand, left them with a deficit of 4 percent. 

In spite of the trouble with heating oil, the oil companies increased their cus- 
tomer discounts on that product during the year. The tax on heating oil is now 

299 kronor per cubic meter, which corresponds to 16 percent of the price. 


Not Highest 


In spite of everything, Sweden does not come out worst in a comparison of prices. 
On the basis of the gasoline price, which is 3.73 kronor a liter since the de- 
crease in January, we stand well among the 12 countries the SPK has made compari- 
sons with. Number 1 is the United States, where gasoline costs 2.06 kronor per 
liter, number 2 the FRG, with 3.60 kronor per liter, and then Sweden is number 3. 


The worst is Italy, with 4.59 kronor per liter, followed by Norway and Finland 
both with 4.26. The tax per liter is 25 6re in the United States and 2.68 kronor 
in Italy. 


Energy Saving 


Consumption is also shrinking internationally. According to the SPK it should be 
assumed that half of the reduction is due to economy measures and to the use of 
other sources of energy. The other half is accounted for by the market slump. 


The total world crude oil production dropped by 6.2 percent from January to Novem- 
ber of last year compared with the same period in 1980. The reduction was great- 
est among the 13 countries in OPEC--16 percent. Other countries, such as Great 
Britain and Mexico, increased their production.

POSSIBILITIES FOR TURKISH GEOTHERMAL ENERGY EYED

[Text] While the day nears for the exhaustion of fossil fuels which still play a 
dominent role in the world energy production-consumption picture, various serious 
estimates are being made on when that day will arrive. 


Man has been able to produce, process and utilize [fossil fuel] resources in building 
an advanced civilization and naturally he is not waiting for the inevitable and 
painful and with folded arms. Efforts are being made to create new energy resources 
options. Many possibilities are under consideration. The scientific feasibility 

of some of these possibilities is not yet certain; others have proven to be 
commercially producible for scores of years. One energy source whose commercial 
production is nothing new is geothermal energy. This energy form, which is the 
heat stored in the deeper layers of the earth's crust transported to the surface by 
hot water springs, has been used by man in various ways since the time of most 
primitive civilizations. However, we have waited till the current century to 
utilize this energy form by advanced technology. First soundings to tap this 
energy source were made around the beginning of this century. Later on, in the 
1930's geothermal energy was used in serious applications in the United States, 
Japan, New Zealand and Italy. Today it is in production in more than 20 developed 
and less developed countries. Extensive research is under way for new technologies 
in the United States, the Soviet Union, Japan, New Zealand and EEC countries. 


Turkey is one of the most hope-inspiring and well-endowed countries in the world 
with respect to this energy resource. Therefore it will be of significant merit 
if this energy resource--whose role in our future energy picture is inevitable-- 
is broadly recognized and investments in this area are intensified. 


Most of us know that the temperature of the earth rises as we go deeper in its 

crust. Therefore, if technically and economically feasible, it is possible to 

reach a certain depth from which heat energy can be extracted to be used either 
directly as heat or converted to another form of energy. 


But nature's gift to us is that above normal temperature gradients can be encoun- 
tered at relatively shallow depths in some parts of the earth's crust. Heat 
accumulated at these shallow depths as a result of geological events can, 

















technically speaking, be easily accessed and transformed into a resource which 
can be exploited economically. 


Geothermal energy can, at this stage, be classified into several types. Geological 
events which cause the accumulation of heat at certain spots usually take place in 

moving and therefore broken parts of the earth's crust and thus permit underground 

water to seep through to larger depths. As the water heats up by going to greater 

depths it starts rising as a result of its high temperature and becomes the vehicle 
which transports the heat energy to us. This hot water collects at certain depths. 
It is brought to the surfact by drilling and its energy content is either directly 

used as heat or converted into electrical energy. 


In Turkey there are at least 1,000 hot water springs which are seen as a sign that 
there are hot water systems at desirable depths. Geological, geophysical, geo- 
chemical and other necessary studies have been completed or are about to be com- 
pleted in almost all major areas. In very few cases has there been drilling 
activity which is the final step. Preliminary drilling was carried out in the 
Kizildere field of Denizli in the early 1970's and an adequate reserve was discov- 
ered. The temperature of the water at the source was 1,210 degrees Centigrade. 
After all necessary tests were completed a 1/4-megawatt power unit, built at MTA 
[Mining Research Institute] facilities, was installed in place; the unit continues 
to function as an experimental power plant. The first commercial unit, a 17-mega- 
watt plant, will be completed by TEK [Turkish Electric Power Enterprise Directorate 
General] next year. 


It is estimated that the total capacity of geothermal energy in Turkey convertible 
to electrical energy is not less than 3,500 megawatts. In addition to this, it is 
expected that lower enthalpy sources can produce 40,000 (yes forty thousand) mega- 
watts of additional energy to be used in direct heating or cooling in industry or 
elsewhere. Considering that the estimates used in this evaluation--to which this 
author contributed--were quite conservative it is clear that we have before us an 
enormous resource. 


This is not all. There is another type of geothermal energy which appears to be 
important for our country. Blocks of magma which have solidified in shallow parts 
of the earth's crust relatively recently on the geological time scale and which 
have not yet cooled down completely repri:sent another energy resource which is 
technically feasible to exploit. In these environments which are called dry hot 
rock, or more generally, Man-made Geothermal Systems (MAGES), the earth's crust is 
not sufficiently broken to permit the seepage of water but it is hot. It has 

been determined, first theoretically then by the use of mathematical models, that 
significant amounts of energy can be obtained by circulating a fluid in an artifi- 
cial fissure in one of these locations. Later on, two wells drilled on the slopes 
of an extinct volcano in Los Alamos’ the United States were connected by a fissure 
developed by the force of pressurized water and fluid circulation was thus made 
possible. Initial experiments documented the technical feasibility of energy 
production. Later on, the system was seen to be economically competitive. 
Currently, research and implementation in this area is under way in the United 
Kingdom, the Soviet Union, the FRG and the United States in particular. Considering 
that it is possible to produce 100 nanowatts of energy from a system consisting 
of only two wells the dry hot rock phenomenon seems to be very attractive indeed. 











Living in Turkey, on a piece of the earth's crust which has been deformed relatively 
recently, one must be very happy in view of this energy resource. Not surprisingly, 
an MTA study completed a few years ago showed that there is a high likelihood that 

a dry hot rock area exists in the Nevsehir region. 


One point that must be emphasized before evaluating the merits of geothermal energy 
for our country is that geothermal resources are renewable resources if utilized 
properly. In other words, if geological estimates have been made correctly and if 
a well-designed energy production program is implemented the geothermal energy 
resource is a resource that renews itself and which is inexhaustible in the fore- 
seeable future. Moreover, from an energy procurement viewpoint it is a resource 
which will remain within our borders till eternity. It is impossible to export 

or import it. Most of the technology necessary to harness its power seems to be 
producible and applicable locally. It appears that we are dependent on foreign 
countries only in the field of electromechanical equipment in the electrical 
conversion stage. 


Turkish teams working in this area found, in the past years, the opportunity to 
exchange information and technology in bilateral relations with agencies like the 
UNDP and the NATO Energy Agency. 


As a result it has been possible to build up a team of competent experts in this 
field even though most of them are scattered in activities related or unrelated to 
this issue in Turkey or abroad. 


Whereas geothermal energy resources present such golden opportunities for our 
country and whereas a competent team of experts has been trained to handle any 
initiatives in this area, it is sad to say that not a single geothermal energy 
related well has been drilled in the last 5 years. Unfortunately the resource 
allocators of the State Planning Organization have not yet grasped the significance 
of this resource. 


Contrasted against the enormous investments and long waiting periods in the hydro- 
electric filed, insecurity, dependence on foreign sources for raw materials and 
capital investment problems in the nuclear energy field and production problems 

in fossil fuels it is much preferable to initiate geothermal projects which can be 
realized with small investments and local resources in a short period of time and 
which will be uniformly distributed all over the country. 


The biggest shortage in this field is drilling. On the other hand, the legendary 
idleness of the drilling capacity of government organizations in addition to the 
drilling equipment of the private sector which is keeping them idle in parking 
with the hope of taking them abroad can be considered as a force ready to initiate 
a mobilization in the geothermal energy field. 


An investment drive is necessary in this field in order to create a more diversified, 
more secure and more continuous energy picture. This issue gains even more impor- 


tance at a time when cuts are being forced in large energy projects.

ICELANDIC BUSINESSMEN VISIT GREENLAND, SEEK CLOSER TIES 
Reykjavik MORGUNBLADID in Icelandic 16 Jan 82 p 8 


[Text] On 11 and 12 January the representatives of several Icelandic firms spoke 
with the government of Greenland and representatives of various interes groups 
in Nuuk. 


The people who took this trip were, Andres Sveinbjornsson, the director of 
Virkir inc.; Agnar Olsen, department engineer at the National Power Company; 
Magnus Oddsson, the marketing representative of Arnarflug; Gudmundur Magnusson, 
the flight director of Arnarflug; Rafn A. Sigurdsson, marketing director of the 
Sales Institute of Canned Products, and consultant Sigurdur Asbjornsson, who was 
also their guide and is familiar with the situation in Greenland. 


The Icelandic Government and the home rule government in Greenland have discussed 
the possibility of closer relations in the fields of fishing, energy, industry, 
communications and tourism, among other things. The Icelandic businessmen took 
the initiative for this visit as a continuation of these talks. 


The Icelandic representatives had a very friendly talk with Lars Emil Johansen, 
a member of the government, and Emil Abelsen, the director of the Employment 
Institute in Greenland. They also spoke with the managers of Gronlandske 
Organisation, Godthaab Fiskeindustri, Gronlandsfly a/s and Godthhaab 
Turistforening et al. 


Among the subjects they addressed were consultation on the construction of 
powerplants, geothermal research and fish processing. It bears mentioning 
that all energy in Greenland is derived from imported oil. However, plans for 
the development of domestic energy resources are under way, and they could 
benefit from our experience in this field. 


Discussions on fishing and fish processing revealed an interest in closer 
cooperation with Iceland, among other things, in the area of shrimp processing 
and on foreign markets. 


During the past several years there has been close cooperation between Arnarflug 
and Gronlandsfly a/s, and it will be intesified by establishing regular flights 
between the countries. One of the preconditions for increased cooperation 
between the countries is better communications. The discussions disclosed 
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that there are grounds for increasing tourist exchanges between the two 
countries. 


As regards industry, the issue that was broached most frequently was 
continued cooperation with Iceland in connection with consultation and trade 
under the present development plan for wool processing, and the first step 
for such cooperation was taken at the initiative of the industrial branch of 
the Federation of Icelandic Cooperative Societies in Akureyri last winter 
when a ton of Icelandic yarn was sold to Greenland as part of further wool 
trade. 


Lars Emil Johansen stressed the cooepration with Iceland and praised the 
initiative that ha’ been taken with this visit. 


At the end of the visit, the autonomous government of Greenland and the 
Icelandic representatives held a joint news conference.

PAPER BACKS LABOR MINISTER ON YOUTH EMPLOYMENT STAND

[Text] There is a general wave of sympathy concerning the government's desires 

to restrict the excessive unemployment. The labor minister remarked in his speech 
to the Folketing ek on the problems of youth unemployment that there is a 
widespread but somewna. non-binding good will with regard to a solution of the 
youth unemployment problem. In his view, however, it was alsoa fact that concrete 
proposals for initiatives were met with a very critical and reserved attitude on 
the part of the established interests. The labor minister wanted this opposition 
replaced by a higher degree of good will toward an effort. 


In many respects there may be grounds for concurring in the labor minister's views. 
In particular, in the trade union movement there has been, e.g., resistance to the 
establishment of a lower introductory wage that might contribute to a higher de- 
gree of protection for the young on the job market. Remarkably enough, that prob- 
lem was not even touched upon in the aforementioned speech by Svend Auken. 


But the desire for increased good will toward an effort to combat youth unemploy- 
ment should not lead to a simple, uncritical effort to pass every proposal that is 
claimed to have an effect in that direction. Thus there are still grounds for a 
justified skepticism in regard to special job-creating measures, youth guarantees, 
etc. The experiment with a youth guarantee system in rhus county, e.g., had the 
result that 70 percent of the young people in the system were placed in the public 
sector in spite of considerable subsidies toward their employment. To the extent 
that measures of that kind become camouflage for increased public employment, in 

a somewhat longer term the efforts will simply interfere with the private employ- 
ment sector, which represents the only lasting way to a real reduction of youth 
employment or employment in general. 


Similarly, there are grounds for opposing the desire to carry out so-called so- 
cially useful production under municipal management. The problems of demarcation 
may be regarded as very difficult, and it is as good as impossible to prevent 
such arrangements from developing into a sort of theft of jobs from private 
enterprises. 


Instead it might be natural to find out whether the municipalities and county ad- 
ministrations do not have a number of works projects that fall within their 
traditional fields of activity that cannot be carried out today because of the 
existing administrative framework. Such works projects, which do not involve in- 
creased expenditures to a significant degree, should be set in motion partly with 
a view to reducing youth unemployment.

LARGEST-EVER FOREIGN LOAN--Copenhagen, 2 Feb--In 8 weeks the Danish Government will 
sign the country's largest-ever foreign loan: between $800 million and $1 billion 

to be borrowed in the United States. The money will be used to cover part of Den- 
mark's expected deficit on current account. The OECD estimates a Danish deficit in 
1982 of about 13 billion Swedish kronor--most of it because of Denmark's previous 
foreign loans. The new giant loan will be sold to lenders in the United States by 
the big U.S. bank, Citi Corporation. The loan will total at least $800 million. 

But the Danish Government is hoping for upwards of $1 billion, or about 5.75 billion 
Swedish kronor. Of the loan amount, $100 million will be in the form of an ordinary 
10-year bond issue. At least $200 million will be in the form of an 8-year syndi- 
cated bank loan, with interest tied to the so-called LIBOR [London I:.terbank Offered 
Rate] in London. At least $500 million will take the form of a 7-year syndicated 
bank loan, with interest tied to the U.S. prime rate. It is the latter which is a 
new form of loan for Denmark. The government wants to enter a new area of the credit 
market to keep from harming its credit standing by going back to its usual lenders. 
Denmark's total foreign debt at yearend was about 82 billion Swedish kronor--almost 
one-third of the country's entire GNP.

FORTHCOMING TALKS FOR NATIONALIZATION OF ESSO REFINERY 
Athens TO VIMA in Greek 27 Jan 82 pl 


[text / The Esso refinery in Salonica will be taken over by the state. According 
to an announcement by Industry Minister A. Peponis the government has decided to 
start talks and consultations with Esso in order to study the possibility of trans- 
ferring all units of the Zsso complex in Salonica to Greek agencies under state 
control. 


According to the minister, Esso has responded favorably and said that it is ready 
to start relevant talks with authorized representatives to be designated by the 
Greek government. This is confirmed by a statement by N. P. Branger /translitera- 
tion/ » sso representative in Greece, who pointed out that "it is our understanding 
that, the Greek government is looking forward to friendly negotiations for a normal 
transfer of the Esso activities in Greece." With regard to this transfer Peponis 
said: 


a. The Zsso refining privilege will be terminated in 1963 and the government has 
no intention of extending it. 


b. Any solution from the negotiations with the company will safeguard the legal 
rights of the people working in the Salonica units of the Esso complex. 


c. The decision to purchase the Esso complex does not mean that the public intends 
to buy other o11 refining complexes or similar enterprises operating in Greece. 


d. The negotiations on behalf of the state for the petrochemical plants and for 
the unit of raw materials used in plastics (FVC) will be carried out by represen- 
tatives of the Aspropyrgos state refinery and representatives of the Greek Indus- 
trial and Mining Investments Company. 


Less Oil From Abroad 


The total quantity of crude oil Greece will buy from abroad to meet its 1962 needs 
will be reduced by 500,000 tons according to Peponis who also said that this year 
Greece will import 8,050,000 tons of crude oil and processed products valued at 
2,12) million dollars compared to 10,733,000 tons imported last year at a cost of 
2,959 million dollars. 
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Therefore, added the minister, there will be a reduction by 2,683,000 tons this 

year and savings of 835 million dollars in foreign exchange. Aven if the anticipated 
loss from the "Prinos" operation is taken into account again there will be a 

savings of 630 million dollars. 


With regard to the quality of the crude oil the country will buy Peponis said that 
efforts are being made to buy oil of improved quality in order to reduce by 50 
percent the sulfur dioxide emitted in the atmosphere when the industries use crude 
oil. Indicatively, he said that while in 1981 the emission of sulfur dioxide in 
the Attiki basin had reached 70,420 tons, in 1962 it will be reduced to 33,100 
tons. Also, if the mazut reserves of the Public Power Corporation plant at 
Keratsini are sold in the market (with a sulfur content of 0.70 percent) then the 
emission of sulfur dioxide in the atmosphere will be only 26,820 tons.

ECONOMISTS PREDICT LOWER BUDGET DEFICIT THAN OFFICIALLY SEEN

[Text] According to the politicians the state budget deficit 
this year will be 80 billion kronor. But according to the 
economists the actual budget deficit will only be 2° to 25 bil- 
lion kronor. 


At the meeting of the National Economic Association last week, Minister of the 
Economy Rolf Wirtén got to defend the budget proposal, which raises the deficit 
from 66.3 billion kronor last year to 80 billion kronor this year (calculated on 
the calendar year; for the fiscal year 1982-1983 the deficit is expected to be 
82.6 billion kronor). 


His two main opponents, however,--Hans Tson Sdéderstr6m and Nils Lundgren--con- 
sidered that the deficit that the discussion and the economy measures should be 
directed toward is not more than one-fourth as much. 


Own Calculation 

Nils Lundgren, chief economist at the PK [expansion unknown] Bank, had done a 
calculation of his own. He says that from the total deficit of 80 billion kronor 
the following amounts should be deducted: 

® 16 billion kronor corresponding to state lending. 


® 20 billion kronor constituting a real amortization of state debts. 


® 20 billion kronor due to depressed market conditions, which will thus disap- 
pear when the market conditions improve. 


This leaves a real or structural deficit of 24 billion kronor. [It is this deficit 
that the economy debate should be concerned with. 


The calculation and the final amount are naturally open to argument. 


But it is hardly anything remarkable that the state borrows for its own lending.

Nils Lundgren has arrived at the conclusion that the state's tax revenues this 
year will be 6 billion kronor lower than in a normal year. And that spending for 
job-market policy measures and support of industry will be 8 billion and 6 bil- 
lion higher respectively. 





The amount of 20 billion kronor he considers: as a market-conditioned deficit. 


There are examples of such a method of calculation in other countries. In the FRG 
it is considered natural to finance state investments by borrowing. The same ap- 
plies to expenditures for the purpose of straightening out temporary deficites, 
i.c. deficits during a trade slump. 


Then there is the remainder--the structural budget deficit--which the federal 
[German] government's economy measures are designed to reduce. 


Formerly something of the same distinction showed up in the budget debate in 
Sweden as well. 


The state budget was divided into a capital budget--which could be financed by 
borrowing--and an operating budget. In the latter, a deficit could be accepted 
during slumps, but it should balance out over the longer term. 


More Reasonable Perspective 


A closer analysis of the budget balance of the type that Nils Lundgren and other 
economists have done would certainly be useful for the political debate. For one 
thing, the cconomy measures could be seen in a more reasonable perspective. 


[t seems hopeless to try to cconomize away a budget deficit of 80 billion kronor. 


liven the total deficit of the public sector, 41 billion kronor, is overwhelming 
in connection with savings. 


But if the deficit is only 20 to 25 billion kronor the task does not appear so 
hopeless. And the government's economy measures in the budget--whether they 
amount to 8 billion or {2 billion kronor--are little more than a drown in the 
bucket.

RECENT SEVERANCE PAY RULINGS ASSAILED

[Text] Some of the recent decisions made by the ninth civil affairs department of 
the Supreme Court of Appeals which have appeared in the daily news media put a 
strict interpretation on severance pay. These new rulings, which in our opinion 
conflict with Labor Law, article 14, both in letter and spirit, place what we 
think are unfair limitations on the computation of length of service in general as 
well as on the wage on which compensation will be based. 


This article will touch on two of the Supreme Court's rulings in this vein. 

Before delving into the subject, however, let us stress one general point: Labor 
law is the branch of law most quickly and deeply affected by social development 
and change. The Supreme Court has clearly been affected by recent criticisms of 
the institution of severance pay and has gradually taken a more restrictive atti- 
tude toward it. If you will notice, however, these criticisms of it are related 
to the economic and social conflicts created by the diversion of severance pay 
from its true purpose. Therefore, what lies at the bottom both of these criti- 
cisms and of the latest amendment involving article 14 is the need to prevent this 
divergence. It is not fair practice, in any case, to deal with severance pay in 
a manner completely the reverse of the lawmaker's intent, restricting it without 
due cause. In that case, an interpretation of severance pay requires first of all 
that we define clearly what the lawmaker's intent was in the matter being inter- 
preted. This, in our opinion, is what the Supreme Court has neglected in its 
recent rulings. 





Example 


For example, in a ruling, 981/2564-E and 981/5578-K, issued by the ninth civil 
affairs department of the Supreme Court of Appeals on 23 April 1981, the inter- 
pretation put on lengthy sick leave by the worker is that it cannot count towards 
severance pay. This approach by the Supreme Court is not actually new as earlier 
rulings by the Supreme Court on "length of strikes'’ are along the same line. As 
known, the Supreme Court ruled on 6 April 1978 that periods spent on strike can- 
not count towards a worker's severance pay and has repeated this view in various 
other decisions. The rationale on which the Supreme Court has based these strike- 
related rulings has been at issue, really, not just for "strikes" alone, but also 
for other situations in which the service contract is in effect although the 
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employee is not on the job such as sick leave and paid [annuzl] leave. In fact, 

in retaining the same view this time, the Supreme Court, as a natural consequence 
of the rationales advanced at that time, has stressed that sick leave may not count 
towards severance pay, clearly defeating, in our opinion, the basic meaning attrib- 
uted to severance pay by the lawmaker. The Supreme Court's rationale in this 
regard may be summarized as follows: 


"The law speaks of the full year concept. However, continuance of contract alone 
is not sufficient for realization of the ‘full year,’ it is necessary that the 
employee be engaged in work during this time and within the legal work periods. 
Sick leave is not a period during which the employee is engaged in work. It is 
true that sick leave is mentioned in article 51 of the Labor Law among the con- 
ditions considered active employment, but these conditions in article 51 are 
short-term ones. A fraction of a year in the event is not acceptable as a full 
year worked, in which case it cannot count towards severaxce pay." 


The important point in this rationale (our summarization) is that the Labor Law 
adopts “engagement in work" as the basis for length of service. According to the 
Supreme Court, long periods of sick leave outside the short-term ones mentioned in 
article 51 of the law cannot count towards length of service for severance pay. 

In our opinion, this assumption completely reverses modern developments in labor 
law, the clear intent of the lawmaker and the principles of labor law interpreta- 
tion, because, in arriving at this interpretation, the Supreme Court proceeded 
from the old text of Laws Nos 931 and 1475, paying no heed to an important change 
of concept introduced to article 14 of the Labor Law by Law No 1927. Yet article 
14 as altered by Law No 1927 completely abrogates the concept of "active employ- 
ment'’ for computation of severance pay and now advocates the concept of "duration 
of service contract" instead. This apt change was made clear in this excerpt from 
the rationale for Law No 1927: 


"Since it was intended that the amendment being introduced... rest on the basis of 
ensuring, in particular, continuity of service contract and the worker's state of 
being under contract to his place of work and his job, it is clear that this 
l-year qualifying period for severance pay will include not just periods of active 
engagement in work, but all situations in which the service contract is in remis- 
sion also such as employee sick leave, strikes, annual leave and others, because 
the fundamental issue is the initiation and continuance of the service contract... 
Furthermore, the most recent trend in modern Labor Law tends to avoid the system 
of evaluating the employee's status by the period of engagement in work alone, but 
bases it on his state of being under contract at a place of business." (See: 
"Tutanak Dergisi," National Assembly Record (7), No 66, Session 4, Meeting 1). 


Thus, after the amendment of article 14 introduced by this rationale, there is now 

a constraint to take into account all periods during which the service contract is 

in effect, whether or not work is being performed, and to interpret the text of 

the article in accordance with this intent. It is impossible to understand why the 
Supreme Court, despite this, has made no mention whatsoever of the spirit and let- 

ter of Law No 1927 in its ruling. 


Furthermore, the problem is not one of "intent" alone. It is also a question of a 
written text, as article 14 was written into Law No 1927 with the intent here 
described. The terminology in Law No 2320, containing the latest amendment of 
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article 14, is the same. The first paragraph of the relevant article contains the 
term "for the duration of the service contract." As known, prior laws -- both 

No 931 and No 1475 -- used the term "on condition of being engaged in work" in the 
same context. Thus it is seen that even a comparison of the written texts alone 
shows that Law No 1927 abandoned the fo~mer concept. The Supreme Court, however, 
managed to avoid interpretation of the term "for the duration of the service con- 
tract" in the ruling which we summarized and concentrated its full attention on the 
interpretation of "a full year." If this was not unintentional, it is a gross 
error of interpretation, because this term alone cannot explain where the Supreme 
Court got the requirement to be engaged in work for the legal duration of the job 
for severance pay computation. 


Looking at our brief summary, the Supreme Court's view is not that all sick leave 
should be discounted from severance pay but only lengthy sick leave. In our 
opinion, the Supreme Court's emphasis on this leaves something to be desired, but 
is not the crucial point requiring comment here. Our criticism of the Supreme 
Court ruling is not whether the length of a particular period of sick leave should 
be considered as engagement in work, but whether actual engagement in work is 
necessary for computation of length of service. The Supreme Court's rationale 
just mentioned implies acceptance of the rule that actual engagement in work alone 
is the requirement for severance pay. If this is the case, however, it may imply 
a dispute over the length of sick leave. Inasmuch as continuance of the service 
contract is deemed sufficient for severance pay, these rationales certainly bring 
a new approach to the subject. Or more precisely, are completely alien to the sub- 
ject. Again, it is necessary to mention one point in particular, and that is that 
the Supreme Court’s drawing a distinction bwtween long and short periods of sick 
leave is not a prudent approach from the standpoint of legal technicality. Even 
accepting for a moment the meaning put on articles 51 and 52 of the Labor Law by 
the Supreme Court, the ruling does not make clear what the objective criteria for 
this distinciton would be. The Supreme Court has set itself up for a very sub- 
jective, very variable and, therefore, very difficult job in the future in seeking 
to clarify how long a period of sick leave would not violate the on-the-job condi- 
tion it hoids necessary. 


This Supreme Court ruling is also open to serious criticisms as regards social 
policy. The purpose of labcir law is to balance the conflict of interest between 
employee and employer and to protect the economically weaker employee. This pur- 
pose also lies at the root of severance pay as the foundation of every labor law. 
Failing to count absences from work for as crucial a reason as sick leave towards 
severance pay is to deprive the worker of a specific benefit in a situation in 
which he most needs protection. A balanced social policy must not consent to 
this. it must not be forgotten that the sick leave allowed in our country for 
job-related accidents and occupational illness count significantly among the long 
periods of sick leave disputed by the Supreme Court. Viewing the problem from 
this angle, the wrongness of the situation is even clearer. It is inconsistent to 
consider the worker to be separated from his job in cases like this where his not 
actually being on the job stems from the peculiarities of the job he performs or 
supervises. 
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Another Example 


A second example of the Supreme Court's narrow interpretation of severance pay is 
seen in its determination of the wages on which severance pay is based. As known, 
it is again article 14 of the Labor Law which provides for inclusion in the compu- 
tation of the severance pay hase wage of employee benefits over and above base 
wage which consist of money per se or are measurable in monetary terms. The 
Supreme Court already placed restrictions some time ago on the computation of this 
wage, called in practice "extended wage." For example, in 1979 it ruled that pay- 
ments such as holdiay pay and annual leave pay provided for in collective labor 
agreements should not be reflected in compensation computations. Thinking along 
the same lines this time, it has ruled that payments made under Education Assist- 
ance should not count towards compensation. According to Supreme Court rulings 
981/6402E -981/8271K, 11 June 1981, "education assistance does not qualify for 
wages to be taken as the basis for severance pay in respect of the conditions for 
payment."' It is not clear what standards the Supreme Court used in this ruling, 
as it contains no further explanation. The widely accepted practice has been to 
count towards compensation payments based on the law or contract and which are 
continuous and not incidental (temporary). Education assistance had to be counted 
towards compensation base wages because, certainly for the worker who qualified 
even if it was paid once a year, as it usually is, it was based on contract, had 
continuity and could not be considered temporary. We would like to stress in 
particular that a rationale expressed in terms of "in respect of the conditions 
for payment" is not sufficiently enlightening. 








Conclusion 


In conclusion, we have attempted an exposition of the Supreme Court's strict 
interpretation of severance pay without going into excessive technical detail. We 
do not believe that these interpretations follow either the intent of the lawmaker 
or the course of modern development in labor law. We would like to stress in 
particular our belief that sounder labor peace can be generated in a healthy envir- 
onment in which mutual interests are balanced.

WARNINGS GIVEN REGARDING BROKERS 


Public Admonished by Erdem

[Excerpt] Ankara (CUMHURIYET BUREAU) -- Finance Minister Kaya Erdem, expressing 
his views on the activities of hanks and brokers at a press conference held to 
announce the draft budget for fiscal 1982, said, "I would remind our citizens not 
to honor the notes and checks they receive from brokers and not to endanger their 
principal by succembing to the attraction of interest." 


Mentioning the latest decisions taken in connection with brokers, Finance Minister 

Erdem maintained that all of these decisions conformed to the law and resolved the 

problems plaguing banks in recent years and gave examples by reading articles from 

the banking law. He stressed the legality of capital growth, of bank expansion and 
of the recent communique setting guidelines for banking activity and expansion. He 
expressed the following views concerning banks: 


"The banking sector is an important member of the economy. Within this framework, 
the Central Bank's oversight and supervision is one of the state's most effective 
means of implementing the economic decisions adopted. 


"At the same time, these are respected institutions. It is necessary that the 
banks bear these matters in mind, adopting a more responsible and conscientious 
attitude and avoiding acts that shake public confidence." 


The finance minister then spoke of the recent communique limiting the activities 
of brokers, saying: "It is possible to explain these measures and their effect as 
to safeguarding our citizens" savings in this way: 


"Since it was learned that these establishments known as ‘brokers’ have been 
dealing widely in cash, in addition to securities, virtually as if they were 
banks, it was pointed out that these establishments have no legal right to engage 
in this kind of activity. Thus our people were warned to accept only stocks and 
bonds from these establishments. 


Moreover, I think it well to inform you of the basic purpose in making the opening 
of new offices and branches by such establishments contingent upon the permission 
of our ministry. This prevents their opening new offices and branches without 
having their legal status and financial structure examined and their suitability 
for future operation in the capital market determined to receive a permit. 
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Attempt to Prevent Risk 


"Halting the past abnormal growth and expansion of these establishments was an 
attempt to prevent unknown risks to people's savings. 


"Making advertisements by these establishments subject to Central Bank approval 
was done for the purpose of preventing these establishments from giving arbitrary 
and misleading information to the public. 


"Finally, these establishments were required to show their capital committed and 
paid figures in their advertisements. Placing this information in the advertise- 
ments will cast a bit of light on the establishment's financial structure for the 
citizen. 


"However, one must not forget that capital paid figures are not sufficient infor- 
mation in themselves on the soundness of an establishment's financial structure." 


Finance Minister Erdem then indicated that the requirement for brokers to apply to 
the Finance Ministry had been instituted for the purpose of eliminating this 
uncertainty in the broker market, that they were trying to prevent indiscriminate 
advertising of questionable accuracy and had taken the route of strict oversight 
of brokers. He said that a “very important matter had been discovered" as the 
result of this oversight, adding: 


"It became clear that these establishments called ‘brokers,’ in addition to mar- 
keting securities such as stocks and bonds, were accepting cash from the public in 
exchange for checks, notes and documents promising to give securities later. 


"When this was learned, the route was taken of limiting the activities of these 
establishments to dealing in securities. The purpose of this centers around the 
following points: : 


"a) Redemption of securities such as stocks and bonds is the obligation of the 
legally issuing company. 


"b) There are specific laws governing the issue of stocks and bonds and the com- 
panies issuing them. This is why oversight is a matter of law. 


"c) Documents such as checks and notes, however, can only be redeemed depending on 
the personal solvency of the person who gives them. 


"Brokers which accept money in exchange for checks and notes are either using it 
in their own financially troubled commercial and investment activities or say that 
they are accepting it for investments, some of which are in the formative stages. 


Bank Oversight 


"As you know, when commercial and industrial establishments apply to the banks for 
operating capital and investment financing, the banks both investigate the finan- 
cial status of the business and give credit based on the profitability of the 
investments. As a result of the financial oversight of the banking system, only 
those establishments which are sound and solvent are able to get credit. 
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"As it is impossible for our citizens themselves to control the productivity and 
profitability of the businesses conducted by the brokers which accept funds in 
exchange for checks and notes, it is uncertain how these funds are used or what 
sort of activities they are financing." 


Not to Be Tolerated 


The finance minister pointed out that the brokers’ exceeding the capital market 
law and assuming functions given by law to banks only was "not to be tolerated" in 
any way. 


Kaya Erdem said: "On the contrary, just as their actions would threaten savings, 
causing citizens to lose money, they would also give saving a bad reputation among 
the citizenry, have a negative effect as well on the national economic situation, 
upset the monetary situation and make the adoption of strict measures by the pub- 
lic administration unavoidable." He then added: 


"I would especially remind the brokers to bear all these matters in mind and 
refrain from actions of this kind. The ministry's oversight agents, Finance 
inspectors, accounting experts, the banks" certified auditors and comptrollers will 
be watching them closely. 


"I would especially remind our citizens to assist the government in this situation 
and savers to avoid endangering their capital by succumbing to the attraction of 
interest alone, to evaluate their savings by purchasing sound securities and not 
to honor those who would give notes. For I am well aware that it has taken them 
many years of hard work and self-sacrifice to save that money." 


Questions-—Answers 


Answering questions at the press conference after making his announcements, Finance 
Minister Erdem said the following as to how the accumulated tax differences for 
workers would be paid: 


"By decision of the Council of Ministers, the first installment of tax differences 
accumulated by virtue of expired collective agreements will be paid in December. 
The second and last installment will be paid in May. As for the tax differences 
accumulated by workers employed at businesses where collective agreements have not 
yet expired, they will be paid in the first month following the month in which the 
collective agreement expires. The second installment for workers in this siut- 
ation will be paid 6 months after payment of the first installment." 


According to the minister's statement, the first tax-difference installment at a 


workplace where the collective agreement expires in January 1982, for instance, 
will be paid in February and the second installment in August.

Brokerage Interest Raises False Hope

[Text] With Turkey suffering the butterflies and birth pangs of the process of 
learning the market economy, no one in his right mind is going to deny that both 
the economy and the people have had and will have some hard times. While the ulti- 
mate controversy in this context rages over the ability, by realistic stand- 
ards, to reduce inflation to 24 percent in 1982, the announcement by the voices of 
highest authority that the net raise for workers and civil servants next year will 
remain between 20 percent-25 percent shows that the wage-earning sector will have 
to take cuts in real income for at least another year and once more lower their 
standard of living. Meanwhile, the status of agricultural wage earners, with the 
State into them for tens of billions, is obvious. 


Those who argue that the 24 January decisions have "no alternative" insist on 
repeating that the present hardships are the inevitable price of "past mistakes" 
and "future prosperity" and continue to recommend patience to the public and forti- 
tude to the industrialist. 


An interesting dimension of the question of protecting the people from inflation is 
the growing controversy over bank and brokerage interest rates. Some interesting 
theories are being encountered, too, suggesting that the only way to save the 
"helpless masses" from the “cruel” side effects of the cure is to keep brokerage 
rates high. 


According to those who developed this interesting theory, it is possible to 
"understand" why excessive resources should not be transferred to workers, civil 
servants and retirees, but it is impossible to "understand" why a halt should be 
called to the high interest rates "which heip these helpless masses withstand 
inflation," much less to brokerage rates. According to those same apologists for 
the theory, those who take measures toward halting the interest war are applying 
"anti-citizen tactics" in cahoots with the banks and industrialists and those who 
write in this vein have given up on "socialism." 


In fact, according to this "original" logic, the most social-minded people in 
Turkey right now have got to be the brokers. The less social-minded among the 
brokers are the ones who restrain themselves a little and pay only 50 percent- 

60 percent interest, the more social-minded, the ones who give 100 percent- 

120 percent interest. It is unimportant where this money collected from the people 
with promises of such astronomical interest is invested or spent. The fact that 
the broker who pays 100 percent interest pays it with the principal invested by 
another "helpless citizen" instead of with income from an investment earning more 
than 100 percent and chooses to treat this as if it were not a problem is beside 
the point. That higher costs and therefore higher prices of many products caused 
by high interest rates raises yet another hump on the back of the "helpless citi- 
zen,'' that many firms -- primarily small businesses -- are on the verge of closing 
their doors and those thrown out of work in danger of joining the army of unem- 
ployed is conjecture. 
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A very important fact ignored by those who argue that, by raising deposit interest 
rates, they are "saving" the savings holder -- and better yet -- the public from 
"exploitation" is the fact that the people in Turkey who have no savings far out- 
number those who do. The latest data available on bank deposits show that 2 per- 
cent or 3 percent of the account holders own 60 percent of the deposits. It may 

be assumed from the total amount of money taken in by the brokers also that those 
among the brokerage investors who have succumbed to the attraction of high interest 
and risked their retirement pensions, the money received for selling their homes 
and -- probably comparatively less -- their savings number a few hundred thousand, 
1 million at most. Considering that the money taken in by brokers is in excess of 
200 billion liras and supposing the average investment to be 300,000 liras, one may 
conclude that around 600,000 people have invested their money in the brokerages. 


Fine, but how will high interest and the "heroic brokers" who promise high interest 
save the millions of wage and salary earners and the small producers who are still 
far from retirement age, who can barely subsist -- never mind save -- on what they 
earn, who can make it through the month only by going in debt? Caught in the 
clutches of unemployment, seeing the store to which he has given his life slip 
through his fingers, watching in the newspaper columns as the brokers live "like 
kings" on the money they take in, what is the "helpless citizen" to do? 


No one in any economy has ever succeeded in any case in the miracle of saving the 
people from exploitation by raising interest rates. Those overcome by this illu- 
sion in Turkey today will learn the truth by painful experience. When they see 
their retirement pension, the product of many years which they got carried away and 
invested for 10 percent per month interest, when they see that they can't get it 
back, they will understand that these miracle earnings cannot last forever and what 
a great risk they took, but it will be a little too late.

NONSOCIALIST HAVE 'DUTY' TO TRY TO FORM GOVERNMENT

[Text | There is no socialist majority in Folketing. The gains of the left 
wing were offset in the election by the big Social Democratic decline. The 
prime minister can appeal to the Socialist People's Party to participate in a 
realistic cooperation but this cooperation can work only if the two parties get 
the support of the Radical Liberals. And one can say many justified deroga- 
tory things about the Radical Liberals but they are not supporters of a social- 
ist policy. 


There is a clear nonsocialist majority in Folketing. There was and should re- 
main a viable government alternative in that. Out of this nonsocialist majority 
four parties were ready to form a government and they must remain prepared to 

do so. The Conservatives, the Liberals, the Democratic Center and the Christian 
People’s Party realize that this is their duty to the voters and to the condi- 
tions characterizing Folketing. This four-leaf clover acknowledged the obliga- 
tion in the interview published by BERLINGSKE TIDENDE and they must be kept to 
the obligation. If they don’t it would go against the mandate of the election 
and it would provide a basis for an unreasonable extension of the Social Demo- 
cratic minority government. 


Each of these four parties means something special to part of the electorate. 

In some areas the voters and the Folketing members of the four parties are 

quite far from each other. They must work their way forward separately out of 
respect for their identities and attitudes. But in some vital areas the differ- 
ences are so small that they are insignificant. The four parties could without 
great difficulty agree on a joint view of the demands imposed by the crisis in 
society. In the area of economic and financial policy, in the view of the 
balance of payments, on unemployment and business policy the four parties should 
be able to agree on a joint course of action. They must be able to respond in 
harmony to the moves planned by the government and their unity must be coined 

in concrete proposals counteracting the Social Democratic policy. This task is 
something they are forced by circumstances to take on, 
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Anker Jorgensen can choose whether he wants to go to the left and work out a 
policy together with the Socialist People's Party that the Radical Liberals are 
sure to support. It is a dangerous course that will probably lead quickly up a 
blind alley. Or he can confront the fact that there are four parties that can 
give society a stable long-range policy. This can be done with or without the 
Social Democrats. It would be no misfortune if they make the wrong choice. 
There are others who can rule the country better.

[Text] The Conservative, Liberal, Democratic Center and 

Christian People's parties are maintaining their coopera- 
tion and expect the "dormant" V-K [Liberal-Conservative | 

plan to become relevant in the near future. 


During the spring, at the latest, we will see if the Social Democratic minority 
government can last for a while. If the government does not resign by then it 
will be because the Social Democrats have managed to get the Radical Liberals to 
fall into place in support of a policy dominated by the Social Democrats and SF 
[Socialist People's Party]. 


That is the assessment of the four-leaf clover parties of the uncertain politi- 
cal situation. But at the same time the four parties stressed the point that 
they represent a credible alternative either in a possible future government or 
in the event that Anker Jorgensen decides to turn his back on SF and start real 
cooperation with the four nonsocialist parties. 


The four-leaf clover parties--the Conservatives, the Liberals, the Democratic 
Center and the Christian People's Party--will try as hard as they can to main- 
tain their close cooperation even though they have not yet worked out an actual 
mutual plan for the solution of the political and economic problems. This was 
clear from the interview BERLINGSKE TIDENDE had with Conservative Party leader 
Poul Schluter, Liberal Party leader Henning Christophersen and CD [ Democratic 
Center | group chairman Arne Melchior on Friday. Due to flight problems in Jut- 
land Christian Christensen of the Christian People's Party was unable to get to 
the interview that had been set up. 


Credible 


[Question | How will the four-leaf clover parties convince the voters in the time 
ahead that the four-leaf clover is a credible alternative to the Social Democratic 


government? 
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[Poul Schluter] By holding onto the cooperation that was established after the 
election which was clearly aimed at obtaining a new government. That was also 
clearly indicated by the election outcome and the distribution of seats and this 
prospect should not be shelved. If Anker Jorgensen finds he can't continue 
there must be a government alternative and the only one is the four-leaf clover. 
It is also a good alternative. We have more seats than the Social Democrats and 
we must be ready to form a government if the opportunity arises. 


[Henning Christophersen| I agree. But I also think the way the government be- 
haves will undoubtedly help to strengthen the four-leaf clover's position. It 
will all work out. Many of the things the government will now present--pension 
funds, interest deductions, OD [ Economic Democracy |, compulsory limits on over- 
time work, etc.--are things the four parties agree on and we will find other 
things to propose jointly. The most important thing is that people have gained 
confidence in the ability of the four parties to work together and I feel our 
parties have an obligation to live up to that confidence. Of course it will de- 
pend on whether we are able to stick together politically but I think we can. 





[Arne Melchior | Agreed. But we presented certain proposals jointly in the last 
session of Folketing. My party is very much in favor of presenting a number of 
proposals by the four parties in fellowship. And I would not be afraid to go so 
far as to have a joint spokesman in certain topical debates or in presenting some 
bills, with either one or two people speaking on behalf of the four parties. In 
that way we could demonstrate in Folketing to the parties, the government, the 
press and the people that there is close harmony. For there is. 


[Christophersen| I think we would say that each party should have its own 
spokesman. That is practical for many reasons. But I agree with Arne Melchior 
that joint proposals would be natural. We can discuss whether there would be 
many or few of them. Not because I don’t think we could agree on many things. 
But an old saying goes that once in a while you can't see the wood for the trees. 
And perhaps we in the opposition in Folketing have made the mistake of presenting 
too many proposals. Joint proposals should first and foremost concern the big 
areas, 


[Schluter | I would like to return to the point that we are an alternative. No 
one should believe that Danish politics will fall apart if Anker Jorgensen decides 
in a few months: "I was right. We shouldn't have formed this government." Then 
there will be a government that can step in. It will also find conditions hard 
but it will be better able to solve the problems. But we are also an alternative 
in another sense. The prime minister cannot cooperate on both sides. And if the 
prime minister realizes he cannot pursue a viable policy together with SF and the 
government then wants to seriously try and build up something solid, stable and 
enduring it could do so by working with the four-leaf clover parties. But this 
would have to be a serious effort. 


Split 
[ Question | Isn't it conceivable that the government would try to ruin the four- 


party cooperation by trying to work with only one of them? 
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[Schluter] I would not advise them to spend too many hours considering that. 

It is fair, honest and wise to say that we are ready to work on solving the prob- 
lems. But all those clever tricks based on playing one of us against the other 
and all that old-fashioned stuff can be put back on the shelf. 





[Christophersen| I don't really think that has been the government's way of 
tackling things so far. And the government wouldn't get anything out of it. 

The way things have developed politically the Social Democrats and the prime min- 
ister will really have to choose sides. 


[Melchior | He'll have to decide whether he wants to sleep with redheaded Olga 
or blonde Bente. As long as they don't know about each other and one can afford 
to maintain both of them everything is all right. But the minute one finds out 
what is happening at the other one's house the following night the whole things 
breaks down. 


Strength 


[Question] If the four-leaf clover government comes into po how strong will 
it be compared to a Social Democratic government? 


[Melchior] A liberal-conservative government would be less bound by ideologies 
and dogmas, organizations and party groups. It would be dynamic and as prescribed 
by the constitution responsibility would rest on the people chosen by the voters. 
We all saw how ridiculous it was when Anker Jorgensen went first to LO [Danish 
Federation of Trade Unions | when he was trying to decide whether or not to form 

a government. When the meeting started in the Social Democratic Folketing group, 
which is supposed to make the decision, what LO had said was being broadcast 

over the radio. I can well understand why the Social Democratic group opposed 

to this constant running to LO arrived at the opposite result to what LO had 
advised him. Going first to LO and then to the Folketing group is the wrong way 
to behave in running the government, A nonsocialist-liberal government would be 
much freer in dealing with the problems. 


[Christophersen | I could mention one very simple political reason why a liberal- 
nonsocialist government would be stronger. In the Folketing we have today there 
is a majority for what I would call liberal economic principles. Granted the 
Radical Liberals are somewhat hesitant and unsure in their attitude toward gov- 
ernment formation but that does not alter the fact that a majority is in favor 

of private initiative, private ownership rights and the free market economy. I 
think there would be a majority in favor of sensible spending reforms. But there 
wouldn't really be a majority behind the course the Social Democrats would like 
to take. A four-leaf clover government would have a parliamentary majority on 
its side quite naturally in more areas than the Social Democrats would. 


[ Schluter | We can look at it from another angle. The Radical Liberals in the 
economic sector--when we talk of tax policy with for example an extension of 
flat-rate tax features up to 160-170,000 kroner, which we can all have as a goal 
when we talk about giving business life viable production conditions--could have 
much greater influence in a cooperation with a nonsocialist government than with 
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a Social Democratic government that has pawned its freedom of action to SF. If 
they made up their minds to follow a line a little more in the traditions of the 
Baunsgaard period the Radical Liberals could play an entirely different role. 


Radical Liberals 


[Question | Do you consider a formai cooperation with the Radicals likely? 





[Christophersen | I strongly doubt it. They haven't expressed any desire for 
that anyway. On the contrary I understand they wish to remain free. But that 
does not alter the fact that with another government it would be sensible to 
establish a good cooperation with them on a number of things. 


[Melchior] May I just add that the Social Democrats should also be involv-d in 
cooperation with a four-leaf clover government. The Social Democrats would 

have no chance of overturning a nonsocialist government that conducts itself in 
a sensible way. Unless it is over an issure where the nonsocialist government-- 
if it calls an election--can give the Social Democrats a clear gain in their 
share of seats. Therefore a nonsocialist government would have to maneuver with 
the necessary shrewdness. 


Progressive Party 


| Question] How do you view the inclusion of the Progressive Party in a co- 
operation? 


| Christophersen| In the first place let me say that I feel that since the elec- 
tion the Progressive Party has followed a careful, thoughtful line for which it 
should certainly not be faulted. I believe there is a growing understanding in 
the Progressive Party that a situation may now arise in which they too must 
engage more positively in political work instead of standing alone on uncom- 
promising and extreme positions. But it is also quite evident that with regard 
to its program the party is quite far removed from us. Therefore the possibili- 
ties with regard to the Progressives lie first and foremost in the party gaining 
influence in Folketing committes and helping to insure the emergence of a more 
sensible economic policy. But this does not mean the Progressive Party will 
have life-and-death power over a liberal-conservative government to a greater 
extent than the Radicals and Social Democrats. 


V-K Plan 


| Question] Is the V-K plan dead--and if so what initiatives will the four-leaf 
clover parties come up with? 


[Christophersen| I would like to say concerning the V-K plan that it has been 
gradually turned into something quite different than it was originally. The 
Social Democrats have tried to turn it into a long list of ugly savings cuts. 
It was something quite different, you know, It was first and foremost a long 
list of proposals for business tax relief, something the four parties agree on. 
And we felt obligated to show how this positive business policy could be 
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financed. We may have been more trusting here, perhaps one should say naive, 
than we should have been. For we thought the Social Democrats would say: 
"Well, yes, that’s something we can negotiate on." Instead we were subjected 
to an unusually dirty ad campaign financed by the Social Democrats and the big 
Organizations, Of course we are well aware that there are things that cannot 
be done in this Folketing. But the idea behind it, that we need to give some 
optimism to wage earners and that we need to give business life a lift and a 
belief in the future and that this should be financed within the existing in- 
come limits, that is a philosophy which I believe that all four parties can 
agree on. 


| Schluter | The V-K plan is not dead. It is not even in a state of suspended 
animation, It is resting because it has to. That is because we got a Social 
Democratic government and didn't get a viable conservative-liberal majority in 
the new Folketing. When I say it is resting I also mean that I believe the 
philosophy in the V-K plan will be revived because that is unavoidable due to 
developments in employment, in public finances and in foreign and domestic in- 
debtedness are continuing unchecked with larger and larger and more and more 
unpleasant figures. Even a Social Democratic government, if it remains in 
power several years, must face the fact that the public sector has become too 
dominant and that it is the fundamental problem in the Danish national economy. 
One cannot avoid doing something about this. It can be done quickly. That is 
what we advised and this would be less painful than waiting until the inter- 
national briefcase carriers or others say that the Danish economy must be 
straightened out now. That would be very unpleasant. The same is true of the 
plan's prospect of offering the labor market, not least the wage earners, 
moderate relief in direct taxes instead of the increase in nominal paper incomes 
which seems likely. 


[Melchior] There are points in the V-K plan that we have opposed. But I regard 
it as an extremely valuable catalog of ideas which neither a Social Democratic 
nor a nonsocialist-liberal government should be without. Both when we, as part 
of. the opposition, make amendment proposals to the budget, if we decide to do 
this entirely or partially in fellowship, and when we are in power. It points 
out a number of absolutely vital things. I call it a working paper of very 
great value. 


Budget Act 


[Question] What will the four-leaf clover parties do with amendment proposals 
to the budget? Will you work together on them? 


| Christophersen | I certainly think we should talk about that. The question is 
the form and whether we should make amendment proposals at all. For that can be 
a little unsatisfactory when one thinks for example of the violent and quite 
unreasonable propaganda we and the Conservatives were exposed to during the el- 
ection campaign. We have practically played the part of treasury watchdog and 
what thanks did we get for that? Obviously it would be irresponsible not to 
discuss spending reforms at all. But what we should tell the Social Democratic

government first and foremost is that we will definitely not go along with tax 
increases, There is need for spending reforms, the government must present 

some proposals. If the government won't do this and another government is formed 
it must sit down and try to come up with something. Now we just have to see the 
government's budget proposal, it will make a difference how the government deals 
with that. 


Lifetime 
[Question | How long can the Social Democratic government remain in power? 


| Schluter | The Social Democratic tendency to remain glued to their official 
chairs is unusually strong, as we know. It could last almost any length of 
time, the extensicn of Anker Jorgensen's government shows it will hang on as 
long as possible. but it will stand and fall on whether it can make the axis 
from the Radical ‘.iberals to the Socialist People's Party succeed. If it turns 
out in a while tiat the government is unable to do this then the game will be 
up. IL think it will happen in the spring. If not the government will certainly 
remain sitting for quite a while to come because it will have been able to get 
the Radicals to fall into place in support of a policy dominated by the Social 
Democrats and the Socialist People's Party. We will see if the Radicals will go 
along with that.

[Text] The radical liberals have discovered something which everyone else has 
known for a long time. They have suddenly realized that it is unacceptable that 
the social democrats build up cooperation with the Socialist People's Party [SF]. 
The radical liberals have proclaimed this loudly, as if, through some special 
clearsightedness or political wisdom, they have succeeded in unmasking a secret 
whose revelation has the most far-reaching repercussions on political developments. 
How unique the radical liberals are.... 


The truth of the matter is that since election night it has been the radical 
liberals themselves who have led Anker Jorgensen into the arms of the SF. When 

the radical liberals were unwilling to let the government resign, they had to sit 
down at the negotiating table together with the SF to see whether the three parties 
could find a joint government foundation. The radical liberals’ aversion to the 
notion of a government formed from the Folketing's nonsocialist majority forced 
them to take the initiative themselves to draw the SF into the corridors of govern- 
ment. For weeks Anker Jorgensen negotiated with the radical liberals and the SF 
and it was with regret that the three parties were forced to announce that the 
negotiations could lead nowhere. But then when Anker Jorgensen wanted to relinquish 
power, he was forced to continue in office by his own supporters and to do so 
trusting in the two parties which had placed themselves in the position of the 
government's supporters. 


The radical liberals have not only been observers of all this--as the other 
political parties have been--they have taken part in it all. But it is only now 
that it has occurred to them that the responsibility for this is theirs rather than 
anyone else's. They want to slip out of this responsibility with their call to the 
social democrats to dissociate themselves from the SF. Now Niels Helveg Petersen 
has said--with boy scout boldness--that the prime minister must negotiate with the 
nonsocialist parties and turn his back on the SF. He has demanded--in the language 
the radical liberals use to make themselves bigger in their own eyes--that the . 
prime minister clearly renounce his allegiance to the SF. 


The radical liberals will be disappointed. Anker Jorgensen will not pretend that 
the SF is not there. He was frightened by the fact that it was the SF who won the 
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election and he who lost it and his Folketing group has a panic fear that the 

next election will go the same way. Therefore Anker Jorgensen--even though he 
himself might want to do so--cannot simply start negotiations with the nonsocialist 
parties. He has to set out on the risky voyage between right and left in the 
Folketing. The radical liberals do not have the ability to be the pilots for such 
a voyage. It can only end on the rocks.

STUDY: EVERY FOURTH VOTER CHANGED PARTIES SINCE 1979

[Text] Copenhagen, 2 Feb--More than one Dane in four has changed parties in 2 years. 
In the elections for Parliament in December 1981, the Social Democrats lost one- 
fifth of the voters who had voted for them in the previous election, in 1979. 


The above is shown by the first study of Danish voting behavior in the parliamentary 
elections, which were held almost 2 months ago. The study was conducted by Observa, 
the public opinion polling organization, for the morning newspaper JYLLANDS-POSTEN. 


The figures reveal a mobile Danish voter, since 830,000 persons voted for a differ- 
ent party in the December elections than they had in the previous parliamentary 
election, on 23 October 1979. 


The Social Democrats, who lost the election, were abandoned by the highest number of 
people--243,000. Of those, a good half voted nonsocialist--for the Democratic Cen- 
ter (the election winner) or the centrist Radical Liberal Party. The rest voted 

for the winning party on the left, the Socialist People's Party. 


Mogens Glistrup's Progressive Party lost 30 percent of the voters it had in 1979, 
according to Observa's study. They voted instead for the Democratic Center or the 
Conservative Party. 


Except for the Democratic Center's gain of 61,000 new voters who had voted for the 
Social Democratic Party in 1979, most of the voter changes took place within the 
boundaries of either the socialist or the nonsocialist bloc. 


The Socialist People's Party corresponds most closely to Sweden's VPK [Left Party- 
Communists]. The Democratic Center is a decidedly nonsocialist party with a popu- 
list image. It is headed by former Social Democrat and mayor Erhard Jacobsen from 
the Copenhagen suburb of Gladsaxe.

FDP/SPD RELATIONS, FDP STRATEGY UNTIL 1984 VIEWED

Faced With Unpleasant Choices To Come” ] 


[Text] At the beginning of the year uneasiness regularly creeps into liberal 
hearts, when--as in 1982--elections are ahead. ‘The anxious questions are always 
posed--given the modest position of the party--to what perentage they will be 
left with. The fears of being squeezed to death between the two major parties 
has, since the Berlin elections of May 1981, been coupled with their fears that, 
despite being able to sustain their existence in Parliament in the face of a 
permanent Green and Alternative competition, they might have to drop out of the 
running because they may no longer be necessary for the creation of a majority. 


Other assertions from the FDP headquarters to the contrary, neither the fat 10.1 
percent attained in the last Bundestag elections nor the relatively stable 8.5 
percent predicted by recent opinion surveys will suffice to calm the nerves of 
leading FDP top candidates. It is known how quickly moods change, particularly 
if the true-blue SPD voter constituency starts to fade in its loyalty to its 
coalition partner in Bonn. 


Thus the FDP this year is under real pressure not to suffer any dimunition of its 
strength. To make any reasonable saving of face, the liberals must do more than 
just carefully cultivate their political profile, whose most distinguishing trait, 
in the view of the party leadership, is its “independence from other political 
forces.'' Because to assert that one is independent and then to act accordingly, are 
two different things, especially for the FDP. The liberals must also, keeping this 
in mind, make the right political, meaning coalition-policical, decisions. 


As far as the clarification of their profile is concerned, the Free Democrats 
have always tried to do this in two ways. On the one hand they have sought out 
fields that others have preferred to leave fallow. Within this category belongs 
the European policy program which was brought to life at the Epiphany meeting of 
the Baden-Wuerrtemberg FDP, for which Hans-Dietrich Genscher claimed paternity. 
The strategic thinking of the FDP is aimed even now at 1984, when not only will a 
new Bundestag be elected, but the European elections will also be held. Because 
of the scant interval between the two dates (Europe in the summer, Bundestag in 
the fall) changes in the atmosphere are to be expected, which the FDP hopes to 
profit from. Their calculation: whoever can come forward early with something 
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to offer on the European score and has this recognized by the voters, will in all 
likelihood carry this bonus over into the Bundestag elections. Whether the 
attractiveness of European initiatives is being overestimated is still a moot 
question. 


The other self-profiling strategy that has worked for the FDP has been to flex its 
muscles from time to time at its SPD coalition partner. The relatively good 
reputation of the FDP rests in part on its success in having impressed upon the 
electorate the "keep-the-worst-from-happening-ploy" as the most basic character- 
istic of the Free Democrats. More than all the rest, party leader Genscher is the 
grand master in this field. 


It would seem astonishing then that he went along with the SPD's soft-pedaling 
on Poland. Recollecting earlier finger-wagging, especially during the Afghanistan 
crisis, when the FDP head was largely responsible for shaping Bonn's response, 
and he forced the SPD, who had previously been inclined to take this event lying 
down, to reluctant cooperation in the boycott measures, one would have expected a 
different response from Genscher. 


Yet anyone who takes account of the fact that the FDP chief will do or say very 
little that does not also work to the advantage of his party, will find the 
remarkable harmony between Schmidt and Genscher, between the SPD and the FDP, on 
the Polish issue more plausible. For the only bond still effective within the 
social-liberal coalition is foreign and defense policy-~-somewhat weaker than 
between the 2 parties as such, but still firm between Genscher and Schmidt. Dis- 
sonances at this point would only weaken remaining coalition putty. A collapse 

of the SPD/FDP alliance is something that Genscher at this moment wants less than 
at any time earlier. 


After the two nearly fatal crises of the past year they see themselves in some 
strange way welded even closer to each other. To be sure there is no love lost, 
but the feeling of being dependent upon each other has again become markedly 
stronger. Is this the reason for Genscher, who has always been strong in his 
protestations of loyalty toward the Americans, sharing Schmidt's recently evident 
coolness toward Washington? It would be one explanation, though not a very pretty 
one. 


But a party that lives in fear for its own existence, for moves that will assure 
its continued existence, is rarely going to take any beauty prizes. It will be all 
the more interesting to see how the FDP behaves in the coming Landtag elections. 
In Hamburg and Lower Saxony, faced with a competition from the Green camp that 
ought not be underestimated, it will have to surmount the hurdle of the five- 
percent barrier once again. That they will succeed in this is least likely in 
Hamburg. But what will the FDP do if they are faced with the fact that they can- 
not share a majority of the votes in alliance with their partner of choice, the 
SPD? 


In Lower Saxony and in Hessia the CDU is likely to come out once again from the 
elections as the strongest party. Anything different would be a sensation. If 
they achieve an absolute majority in both states, the FDP's headaches will be 
limited to Bonn. But if, as in the case of Berlin, the CDU does not attain a 
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majority because of the admission of the Green movement to the parliament, the 
FDP will have to show its colors, however reluctantly it does so--except in the 
case of blue-yellow. 


Then, admits FDP Secretary-General Verheugen, "questions of the FDP's concept of 
itself" will arise--questions, which in the end are questions of political power, 
because the FDP has always drawn a large share of the justification for its 
existence from its function as a coalition partner, participation in the responsi- 
bility of government as, so to speak, being a source of life and survival. In 
Hessia, Lower Saxony and perhaps also in Hamburg new constellations are taking 
shape which will oblige the liberals to a lasting change of course. It is pros- 
pects like these that are causing Genscher, Verheugen and Co. occasional sleepless 
nights.

[Text] Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, when he made his all-encompassing reference to 
the Yalta agreements in his interview with the NEW YORK TIMES, reinforced the sus- 
picion that he has swung over to the softer line of Bahr and Brandt with respect 
to Soviet policy in Eastern Europe and that he did so for reasons of SPD party 
policy. He puts a false interpretation on Yalta that can only serve the interests 
of the Kremlin when he assumes Chruchill's and Roosevelt's agreement to the divi- 
sion of Europe into spheres of influence to mean that the West at that time gave 
its blessing to Moscow's Bolshevization of Eastern Europe. 


Egon Bahr, Willy Brandt's menter as well as pupil in matters of Ostpolitik, while 
keeping silent about Moscow's role, recommended the maintenance of peace as the 
most important response to the events of 13 December in Poland. By so doing, he 
made light of the material law imposed upon Poland and at the same time addressed 
his remarks not to Moscow but to NATO, which had no thought of any kind of 
military intervention. 


This distorted perspective has made itself prevalent within the government, even 
though Bahr's vision of detente, to be attained by a policy of European security 
encompassing both NATO and the captive countries of the Warsaw Pact, has collapsed 
in light of the communist midnight terror tactics and the imposition of martial 
law in Poland. A basic precondition of this concept is the integrity and 

stability of the Soviet bloc, meaning that the peoples subjected to Soviet 
hegemony over the Warsaw Pact countries will forever abandon their claims to free- 
dom and will continue to remain obedient satellites. 


Bahr's illusion of a detente based on the equal moral rank of NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact, now so brutally shattered by events, wcs nonetheless given a new lease on 
life by Willy Brandt, when, on 18 December, Brandt, acting as chairman of the 
Socialist International, pblished that embarrassing declaration which caused 
sheer dismay among the socialists of Sweden, France, Italy and Spain--with the 
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consequence that on 29 December in Paris, at a special session, it was replaced 
by a strongly worded denunciation of the dictatorship imposed upon the Poles. 


Brandt did not participate in this session, having earlier left for Cyprus. The 
section which brought about the rebellion against him read, "The Socialist 
International is aware that neither unsolicited advice nor strong words are going 
to help the Polish people. Only moderation and the will of those who seek peace 
will mean effective assistance." 


The only ones to opt for this call to a flight to a peace without freedom at Paris 
were the Finnish socialists, indicating clearly how far the process of self- 
Finlandization in the SPD has advanced under Brandt's direction: good manners 

in dealing with Moscow has seduced Brandt to such a degree, that in contrast to 
Reagan, he said not a single word concerning the role of Moscow,and, while he did 
verbalize a desire for the release of thase in prison, ne did not link the isolated 
demands for continued economic cooperation and "assistance for Poland" with any 
conditions for the release of the prisoners and the restoration of the free trade 
unions. In Rome the CPI functionary Ochetto--distancing himself from the condem- 
nation of Moscow by party leader Berlinguer--commented on Brandt's declaration, 
"You can't ask us to more than Brandt, the British Labour Party or Schmidt himself." 


Brandt's embarrassing evasion of the Soviet reality in Poland has also made itself 
felt in the official rhetoric of the federal government in a way that has caused 
deep uneasiness in the West and even dismay at Bonn's retreat in the direction of 
a neutralism agreeable to Moscow, because on 31 December government spokesman 

Kurt Becker put forward the grotesque proposition that in the opinion of the Bonn 
government the Soviet Union was "not the instigator” of the Polish putsch of 13 
December. In reality not only is Soviet instigation evident, but their primary 
responsibility for what took place by virtue of the threat of a direct invasion of 
Poland by the Red Army which had been hanging over Poland for months, the same 
army whose two divisions were already within the country and a communications sys- 
tem which had been expanded in the course of the large-scale Warsaw Pact maneuvers 
there. Jaruzelski's purportedly "autonomous" decision to impose martial law so as 
to avoid a full-scale Soviet intervention, was therefore about as free an act as 
that of a man who opens the bank vault knowing that the holdup man's pistol is at 
his back. 





Becker's denial of Soviet collaboration was especially embarrassing because of his 
statement that Bonn was closer to the Vatican in its assessment of the political 
situation than was Washington which had called Moscow's orchestration by its real 
name. For the Vatican, if it is to maintain its effectiveness, the Polish govern- 
ment can only be seen a party to discussions with the Polish episcopate for the pro 
tection of its people, while the members of NATO can only dismiss the complicity 

of the Soviet if they choose--as Bonn is now suspected of doing--to slither out of 
the moral solidarity of the alliance for the protection of human rights. 


Germany's Ostpolitik will become a perversion if it chooses to continue to see 
the stability of the Soviet bloc as the basis for European security policy. 
Helmut Schmidt, with his mistaken interpretation of Yalta made an ominous move in 
that direction. The lack of commitment to the Polish rebellion against Soviet 
domination lacks any sensibility for the fact that Poland fell under Soviet 
domination as a result of Hitler's plot with Stalin on 23 August 1939 to divide 
that country. 
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Anyone who would try to dismiss by rhetoric in the course of political assessment 
of the Polish tragedy the orchestrating role of the Soviet runs the risk of being 
suspected of continuing that ominous Russo-Prussian anti-Poland policy of the past 
instead of setting a German policy in support of freedom as the moral yardstick 
for action. The particular German responsibility for Poland's fate obliges the 
continuation and expansion of strong private assistance but the denial of credits 
and deliveries to the military government as long as those prisoners who were 
rounded up by terror at midnight continue to languish in concentration camps and 
the freedom attained by Solidarity's struggles in August 1980 continue to be 
denied. 


Dangers of Conservative Stance

[Text] There used to be a time when conservatives were regarded as realists; 
however much they held firm to traditional structures they still understood some- 
thing about power. Nowadays, in America as in Germany, they have become protagon- 
ists of a policy of strength. They come across as strong but they trail off into 
"vacuity and absurdity," as Max Weber in a prophetic speech of 1919 wrote of 

"mere power politicians." Nothing shows us this more clearly than does the Polish 
crisis. 


Anyone committed to democracy will line up on the side of the workers and intel- 
lectuals of Poland who are in revolt. They will have a thousand valid reasons to 
wish damnation on the corrupt communist system. But every politician, who wants 
to do more than give vent to his feelings and instead seeks to do something really 
effective on behalf of the people of Poland, must ask what effect his statements 
and his actions will have today, tomorrow and the next day. The Land governors 

and the princes of the church in Germany, with their demonstrations and the 
politicians demanding boycotts and embargos around the world have not answered 
this question. Reality's logic is too brutal for them, they flee instead into the 
posture of heroes. 


This logic comprises the following cruel axioms: 


1. The Yalta agreement divided the world into spheres of influence. It was a 

bad agreement, but it cannot be wished away by New Year's proclamations. As a 
German I can remember that the West looked on helplessly during the suppression 

of the workers’ revolt in the DDR and the construction of the Berlin Wall, although 
it was in 1953 and in 1961 militarily vastly superior to the East. I have to 
accept this policy of "moderation"; though I do not today have to act as if I 

have forgotten it. 


2. The Soviet Union will not permit Poland to be split off from its hegemony. 
lf Jaruzelski fails, then will .):t be Walesa to follow him but Breshnev. 


3. I have no idea whether the Polish army will really, as it says it will, 
respect the steps taken toward new democratic structures; I have my doubts. But 
after an invasion from outside these first steps will surely be wiped out root and 
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branch. Thus the only reasonable thing left is politics, which Schmidt and 
Genscher--and the Japanese, the Canadians, the Australians and many Europeans-- 
are attempting: to exert influence upon the Jaruzelski regime to the degree that 
this is possible. And at the same time to do everything in their power to prevent 
an incursion into Poland. 


This is not very heart warming, I know. The straightforward decisiveness of a 
Norbert Blum is more appealing. The Geneva disarmament talks would have to be put 
at stake, he has said. But what difference does that make since the "fear-ridden 
people” have--as another conservative, Guenter Gillesen, has said in the 
FRANKFURTER ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG--"nothing to fear but their own fears and their 
egotism,"’--a few thousand nuclear warheads, bacteriological and chemical warfare 
aside. But the realism of our conservatives won't be challenged by these means, 
so long, of course, as they don't explode. 


But beyond all bitter irony it still remains to be pointed out that a divided 
Germany is especially vulnerable and that it is in our interest to stand firm for 
an effective disarmament dialog and a policy of detente. Whatever we can do for 
Poland without moving blindly toward the risk of a war, we should do. But anyone 
who believes that Poland can be helped by a new Cold War is beyond salvation. The 
"mere politicians of power" however, should read Max Weber. 


"The mere politician of power, as a zealously practiced cult tries to glorify 
him even among ourselves, may appear to be strong while in fact he resounds only 
into vacuity and absurdity. On this point the critics of power politics are 
absolutely correct. Let him learn from the sudden inner collapse of typical 
representatives of this ideology, what inner weakness and powerlessness hide 
behind this grandiose but empty gesture.” 


I am afraid that it will still be worth one's time to reflect upon these 
thoughts from the year 1919 even in the 1980's.

TALKS CONCLUDE WITH SIX COUNTRIES GETTING AID 1982-1984

[Text] The negotiations with the developing countries that 
are recipients of Finnish development aid have been concluded. 
During the 3-year period 1982-1984 Finland will give bilateral 
development aid to Kenya, Egypt, Sri Lanka (Ceylon), Tanzania, 
Zambia, and Vietnam. 


Other recipient countries may be added to the list when more money is available, 
Mauri Eggert, chief of the Foreign Ministry's division for development coopera- 
tion, said Thursday at a press conference in Helsinki. 


Finland's goal is to increase development aid to 0.7 percent of the gross 
national product by 1988. This year our aid to developing counties will be only 
0.32 percent of the GNP, or 730 million [Finnish] marks. 


To attain that goal requires an annual increase of 170 to 200 million marks. 


The lion's share of our bilateral development aid goes to the six recipient 
countries. The rest of this year's 434 million marks is channeled to about 20 
other developing countries through Finnish participation in various development 
projects. 


More Bilateral Aid 
Eggert states that a larger and larger part of the Finnish development aid wil] 
be given in the form of bilateral aid. 


It is the cabinet that decides what countries will get Finnish development aid. 


The Nordic countries are planning to start a joint Namibia project when the coun- 
try becomes independent. Finland will lead the project. 


For the time being Finland is participating in all-Nordic projects in, e.g., 
Tanzania, which gets the biggest part (209 million marks in 1982-1984) of the 
bilateral Finnish aid to developing countries. Zambia will get 161 million, 
Egypt 125 million, Sri Lanka and Vietnam 120 million each, and Kenya 119 million 
marks the next 3 years.

NONSOCIALISTS' SETBACK IN PRESIDENTIAL RACE VOTE EXAMINED

[Text | Political fragmentation and a lack of co- 
operation have long plagued the nonsocialist camp, 
according to Jan-Magnus Jansson who comments on 

the nonsocialist setback in the vote for presi- 
dential electors. The editorial calls for a reduc- 
tion in the number of parties and a consolidation 
within the parties, especially with regard to the 
Center Party. 


With just about a year left until the parliamentary election the nonsocialists 
have good reason to do some soul-searching in light of the result of the voting 
for presidential electors. During the campaign the nonsocialists maintained 
that the vote for electors was also a vote on a political line and that the out- 
come would have consequences for the political balance of forces in the future. 
At the same time they avoided attacking the major candidate personally. This 
approach had some success but it did not determine the final outcome of the 
election. 


The thesis that the election would affect the interparty balance of forces did 
not wither away just because the election ended, of course. On the contrary 
the idea will first be confirmed or refuted in the coming year. In the campaign 
the Social Democrats rejected any talk of the so-called Mitterrand effect since 
they feared it would scare nonsocialist voters away from supporting Koivisto. 
Now that the election is in the bag they openly predict that this will also 
have a favorable effect on the Social Democratic electoral base. An afternoon 
paper reported that at the party's victory celebration after the presidential 
election party chairman Sorsa himself estimated that the Social Democrats would 
have an electoral base of 30-35 percent or 60-70 parliamentary seats in the 
next election. Although such an unotficial remark should not be taken too 
seriously perhaps, 30 percent is certainly within the probable limit and that 
figure is also confirmed by opinion polls. Several other Social Democratic ob- 
servers also take it for granted that the party will enjoy a sharp upturn. 
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A Social Democratic advance, it should be stressed, does not automatically mean 
a left-wing majority in parliament. In part it reflects an internal power 
shift on the left that means a weakening of the People's Democrats. But it is 
also occurring at the expense of the nonsocialists. Above all it means that in 
terms of strength the Social Democrats are becoming our dominant party in a 
class by themselves. 


In the electoral vote the nonsocialist parties received 43.7 percent of all the 
votes cast or only an insignificant amount more than the Social Democrats who 
received 43.3 percent all on their own, The shock effect of the catastrophic 
figures was somewhat mitigated by the fact that the three largest nonsocialist 
parties--the Conservative Party, the Center Party and the Swedish People's 
Party--just about held their own, with the smaller parties being proportionally 
hardest hit to the point where some of them were practically wiped out. One 
can also ask for example whether the major nonsocialist parties didn’t acquit 
themselves honorably since they started out from a hopeless position and stub- 
bornly worked their way up from there. Harri Holkeri, for example, had public 
opinion support of 3 percent in October but he managed to deliver 18.7 percent 
for his party in the election. Perhaps we should tip our hats rather than 
wrinkle our noses at results like that. 


If there is still concern about the future prospects of the nonsocialist par- 
ties it is because the nonsocialist half of society has long been plagued by 
such political fragmentation and such a lack of cooperation that the drop in 
the electoral vote was more a consequence of a long-term fumbling than merely 
the result of unfortunate circumstances, 


Officially eight nonsocialist parties took part in the election. Of this group 
five small parties received a total of around 6 percent of the votes cast and 
won two electoral seats. This was undeniably a waste of effort. The so-called 
Unification Party will probably bow out. The Constitution Party and Vennamo's 
Rural Party were founded as protest parties in Kekkonen's republic and one may 
ask what tasks they see ahead of them in Koivisto's republic which they have 
embraced themselves. The Christian League may have deeper roots although with 
its conservative emphasis it can hardly grow into a major party. Perhaps it 
will serve as a collection point for all the forces now to the right of the 
Conservative Party. 


The hardest case is that of the Liberal People's Party. There has been a Finnish 
Liberal Party since the 1890's so it apparently fills a need among the voters. 
But today it runs the risk of being ground up between the Conservative Party 

and the Social Democratic Party, both of which are moving toward the middle. 

If the party wants to stay in existence it must work so closely with the Center 
Party in particular that it can really count on an election alliance everywhere. 
And that of course would risk party identity in another way. 


The Swedish People's Party, which need not despair after the election, requires 

a separate commentary. With regard to the Conservative Party we can probably 
assume that as was the case after the 1978 electoral vote it will be relatively 
easy for the party to recover from its losses. Social development is still work- 
ing in that direction. But whether it can continue its victory march is another 
matter, 
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Of decisive importance for the entire nonsocialist sector, however, is the 
future of the Center Party. The party has long been fighting a losing battle 
due to changes in social structure. But it has also made its situation worse 
with an internal struggle that has been going on for more than a decade. 


But in our opinion some of the worst points of dispute have fallen by the way- 
side in recent months. The conflict between Kekkonen and Virolainen is not 
urgent. Virolainen with at least the formal support of the entire party con- 
ducted an election campaign that was not without success, No one can prove 
that a different start in Kuopio would have led to a better result. Viro- 
lainen's position as speaker is no longer sabotaged by his own party. And Ahti 
Karjalainen for his part has every chance of being named head of the Bank of 
Finland, the institution that has always been closest to him. Despite personal 
and other rivalries the Center Party should have a bigger opportunity than be- 
fore to unite its ranks if it stops to reflect. If the congress in Rovaniemi is 
characterized by conciliation the prospects both for the party and for the 
nation will brighten considerably. 


Of course one can view the really serious reason for the nonsocialist defeat as 
being the inability to cooperate at all within the nonsocialist camp. The fact 
that six nonsocialist candidates were nominated, some of them with no chance at 
all of winning, can be seen as a symbol of the division. That it would have re- 
quired an entirely different method of advance planning to find a unifying can- 
didate is another matter. As things stood they even opposed a discussion in 
good time of the election's consequences, thus ending up in a situation in 
which only improvisation remained. And finally nonsocialist cooperation, in 
spite of the fact that the ideological positions have moved closer together, 
was made more difficult by the fact that the two biggest parties have found 
themselves for over 15 years on opposite sides of the dividing line between the 
government and the opposition. But that is an issue of much greater scope than 
the desire for consolidation we have presented here.

HELSINKI PAPER PONDERS SHAPE OF 'KOIVISTO REPUBLIC'

[Text] Today Finland makes the transition from Urho Kekkonen's republic to Mauno 
Koivisto's. If we recall the mood when Kekkonen was elected and inaugurated and 
compare it with the mood today, it is impossible not to be struck by the enormous 
differences. Kekkonen himself was a very controversial choice and assumed‘ power 
in a deeply divided society. The general strike which broke out the same day he 
took the presidential oath had, it is true, nothing to do with the election of the 
new president. But it was nevertheless symbolic of the political climate and had 
a direct effect on the divisions within the Social Democratic Party which poisoned 
Finnish political life for years to come. 


Not even the foreign policy line could be considered firm in 1956. It is true that 
Paasikivi's measures were accepted by society, but there were few who saw a definite 
value and a promise of a new future in the new foreign policy. Many people saw 

it as a transitory phase which would lead either to Finland's absorption into the 
Eastern bloc or to the country's return to its old position as the West's last 
outpost in the East. 


It is indisputable that Mauno Koivisto now--after a democratic election campaign 
which has been as free from malice and threats as an election campaign can be-- 

has a much better point of departure than his predecessor. The whole Finnish people 
have their share of the responsibility for this favorable development. But it is 
just as indisputable that the main thanks for this state of affairs are due to that 
stern Titan, Urho Kekkonen, who is now retiring into silence. 


The step from Kekkonen to Koivisto signifies above all a relaxation in political 
life. Even though Koivisto is by no means an average person, he is a figure whom 
it is possible to approach without feeling the awe and reverence which surrounded 
Kekkonen, especially in his latter days. Sections of public opinion and the mass 
media have also behaved like a calf let loose in a meadow. The publicity which has 
surrounded Koivisto both before and, especially, after the election has contained 
elements of both political and personal fawning to the probable president. One 
could go a step further and speak of a mild mass psychosis. But in the final 
analysis such peripheral phenomena probably weigh little alongside the political 
benefit the country derives from the fact that it has been given a president who 
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enjoys general respect and sympathy and who knows that, if he want to, he can speak 
with the whole nation behind him. 


The main risk for Koivisto is that as he formally assumes his presidential duties 
today he is accompanied by such great expectations, which are partly contradictory 
and which are difficult to fulfill. Koivisto is bound to be aware that the sort of 
public popularity he is enjoying at present is not to be relied on, even though it 
contains a nucleus of solid confidence in him. There are plenty of problems waiting 
in line. The first problem--the formation of a government--could run into diffi- 
culties. Then comes an economic decline which cannot fail to worry a president with 
his economic awareness. And the unsettled world around us could soon put his foreign 
policy skill to the test. 


Faced with a change of leaders like the present one it is inevitable that we look 
into the crystal ball and attempt to form a picture of how Koivisto's presidency 
will evolve, at least in its initial phase. For more than 2 years Koivisto kept 
his government afloat thanks to his well-known low profile. He won the election 
campaign using the same tactics, despite his fellow candidates' attempts to force 
him to state his positions. There is much to indicate that his style--at once 
cautious and watchful--which obviously suits his character best will set its stamp 
on his presidential term. 


It is unlikely that Koivisto will spontaneously initiate any reforms of the presi- 
dent's powers of the type mentioned during the campaign debate. But it is probable 
that there will be a renewal of leadership style. Kekkonen had an inclination to 
assume responsibility and often did so in situations and on issues where there was 
no need for the president to do so. Presumably Koivisto will stress the president's 
prestige and his ceremonial duties. And it is probable that he will tone down the 
president's political activity and make full use of the possibilities inherent in 
the Finnish structure of government of delegating more responsibility to his 
ministers and other aides. By avoiding excessive activity he will be sparing with 
his authority and find it easier to maintain his popularity. 


The recurrent question of what new elements Koivisto will introduce into foreign 
policy is perhaps couched in the wrong terms. Of course, Koivisto with his typical 
interest in issues will want to control the broad outline of foreign policy and 
perhaps also intervene in certain questions. But the new departure here could be 
that more power would be delegated to the foreign minister. Especially if he, as 
many are predicting, is called Kalevi Sorsa. And even if someone else were to take 
over the post, Sorsa, as Social Democratic Party leader and one of our foremost 
foreign policy experts, stands a very good chance of becoming the strong man in 
Koivisto's republic. 


Under Social Democratic leadership there will be changes in foreign policy. Not, 
of course, in the basic outline, which binds us all. But a Social Democratic 
foreign policy must contain new elements, especially in the areas--disarmament 

and political relations with the Third World--where the party's bright young men 
are active. The party chief's involvement in the socialist international will also 
bring a new dimension to our foreign policy. If the dominance of the center party 
over foreign policy is broken and the belief in the priority of "the national 
interest" disappears, a page will have been turned in our history. 
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Domestically, Koivisto's main test will be the formation of a new government. We 
can safely assume that the president has no desire--at the present time--at least 
to break with the well-tried pattern of government. However, it is another matter 
whether or not he will succeed in his ambitions--praiseworthy in themselves--of 
effecting a rapid government formation. It is probable that the Social Democrats, 
who must be wanting a brilliant start for Koivisto, will not exploit the situation 
by making too-far-reaching demands. However, it might be necessary for the other 
traditional parties of government--the communists, center party and even the 
Swedish People's Party--to underline their individual profiles, especially on 
policy issues. Voices have even been raised within the center party advocating that 
the party should have a period of recuperation and consolidation in opposition. 
All this could once again lead to a situation in which the president would have 

to threaten to use his big gun--his right to dissolve the Eduskunta. 


It has been pointed out ad nauseam that all citizens, irrespective of their political 
views, can sleep peacefully with Mauno Koivisto as president. We think so, too. 

This is why it is almost more important to point out that Finland's citizens should 
not sleep so deeply that they believe all the problems to have been solved just 

when [they] are beginning to mount up.

PAPANDREOU BONN VISIT RESULTS REPORTEDLY UNSATISFACTORY

[Text] Bonn-~Greek Prime Minister Papandreou's visit to Bonn has apparently 
not solved the difficulties presently affecting relations between the Athens 
government and the EEC as well as NATO. This, at any rate, is how diplomatic 
circles view the meeting between Papandreou and Schmidt on 2 February, which 
lasted more than 2 hours. 


When Schmidt stressed the need to maintain a consensus within the Atlantic 
alliance, the Greek prime minister responded by mentioning his country's 
special problem: Greece reportedly needs a guarantee against Turkey's 
territorial demands. In regard to this Greek-Turkish conflict, both in the 
Ionian Sea and in Cyprus, Schmidt let it be understood that he would be willing 
to facilitate eventual talks between the two governments, with which the 
Federal Republic maintains good relations. However, it is absolutely excluded 
that the Bonn leadership would look with favor upon the role of mediator 
between Athens and Ankara. 


In regard to the EEC, Papandreou also requested that Greece be granted a special 
position to enable Greek industry and agriculture to face the competition of 

the Ten. Once again, Schmidt's reaction was very reserved. In his view, a 
change in government in one of the EEC countries ought not to lead to a review 
of agreements already concluded. This did not prevent the Greek prime minister 
from announcing that his government will soon submit to the Brussels commission 
a number of proposals that will ensure a special position for his country within 
the EEC,

SPECULATION CONTINUES ON POSSIBLE GOVERNMENT RESHUFFLE

/Excerpts/ Published reports from various sources mentioned yesterday that the 
government reshuffle, originally expected the end of January or beginning of 
February, is now being put off until shortly after Easter. As a result, certain 
ministers and deputy ministers who had strong feelings of insecurity can now 
breathe easily again... Nevertheless, even they were not entirely reassured by the 
published reports. Their fear is that the prime minister, who is maintaining a 
"silence of security," is planning to submit a bill to parliament on the reorgani- 
zation of the ministries immediately after the end of the discussion on the law 

on the permitting of partisanship in the public administration. In this latter 
case, firings of ministers will follow firings of public servants, doctors and 
lawyers. And it will be difficult to explain to our ministers why a few of them 
must have a fate similar to that of PASOK victims... 


However, the prime minister's entourage does not appear to be moved by this 
ministerial drama, just as it was not moved by the public servant drama..Indications 
are constantly growing that Mr A. Papandreou does not seem to be satisfied with 

the efficiency of many of his coworkers. Even with the "leaking" of information 

about the prime minister's anguish which seeks to dispel somewhat the dissatisfaction 
of public opinion on the failure of the government in its tests of its first 3 
months in office, there is no doubt that the prime minister is really planning to 
dispense with the services of certain of his coworkers as soon as possible. 


The journalistic game on conjecture about dismissals and about who would be likely 
to become minister is a very old one. Its principles do not appear to have changed, 
even in this new PASOK era we are now going through. The prime minister is the one 
who decides and he usually does not disclose his intentions until the very last 
moment. How would we consequently get to know with some certainty when and who 
will finally "be cut down?" Of course, there are indications but they do not 
comprise the most reliable form of guide. 


Right after the dismissal of Deputy Minister of Foreign Affairs Asim. Fotilas on 

radio and television (which 10 days later was renamed "resignation"), the columns 
of the political newspaper report "V"' published exclusive information on quarrels 
between ministers, deputy ministers and secretaries general of various ministries. 
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The government spokesman did not substantially refute this information. He noted 
that ministers, deputy ministers and secretaries general can express various views. 


However, the question is not if disputes actually exist, about which we have already 
spoken, or “the problem of cooperation" as the pro-government periodical so neatly 
put it. The issue is how the prime minister will solve the "problem" --i.e. whom 
among his coworkers who cannot cooperate will he "decapitate?" Among the "pairs" 

of ministers and deputy ministers of education, i.e. L. Veryvakis and P. Moralis, 

of industry, i.e. S. Peponis and D. Pitsioris, and of trade, i.e. N. Akritidis and 
I. Papaspyrou, all of whom are fighting among one another, who will survive the 
reshuffle and who will come out with the title of the former? Minister of Finance 
Man. Drettakis and Minister of Labor Ap. Kaklamanis have fallen out of favor 

with Minister of Coordination Ap. Lazaris. Will this extend to the prime minister's 
disfavor too, or will they be saved? What will be the fate of Minister of Communica- 
tions Evan. Giannopoulos, Minister of Culture Melina Merkouri and Deputy Minister 

of Social Services Roula Kaklamanaki? Will they be out before they have completed 
even their first 6 months in office? 


As the prime minister showed in the case of his old friend Mr Asim. Fotilas, he is 
not known for his sensitivities in similar moments. With the damage suffered by 
the government in such a surprisingly short time, it is now being said that the 
prime minister will not be reluctant to sacrifice quite a few ministers and deputy 
ministers so that he could put the responsibility of the failures on them and give 
the impression of a new start. Will there, however, once again be naive people 
around? We do not believe so. Within these 3 months, their ranks have greatly 
diminished and most of the naive of 18 October 1981 have already joined the ranks 
of other insignificant parties. Thus, the planned sacrifice of ministers and 
deputy ministers, even on a mass basis, is not about to influence many people. 


What can change with the replacement of a Mr I. Pottakis by a Mr S. Papathemelis 
or a Mr D. Pitsioris by Mr Floros? Assuredly, nothing. The faces will change but 
not the effectiveness of the government. The damage will continue and the time will 
not be too far off when we will be delivered from the "Change."

PASOK'S NATO, EEC POLICIES RAPPED

/Text/ Within the broad political arena, certermost of the speculations abounding 
is the stance of the government vis-a-vis the West, and more specifically its 
facing up to NATO and EEC issues. Leading spokesmen of our political life are 
already asking '"Jhere does the tactic of double dealing lead to and what does 

it hope to accomplish, a tactic pursued by A. Papandreou in his relations with 

the two alliances?" 


NATO's announcement that the special ministerial assembly would move forward on 

the issuance of a communique on the Polish issue, while ignoring Greece's signature, 
was a rather effective warning since it finally forced the government to countersign 
a clearly tougher text in the EEC's view which Athens subsequently disapproved, 

thus sacrificing Mr Fotilas on the altar of a dubious --if not inconsistent-- 
expediency. 


It is believed that contributing to the government's retraction in this matter 
was a reaction being manifested in community organs for confronting Greece's 
excessive use of the veto or its obstructionist intents. Reliable information 

has reached Athens that the EEC is seeking ways to turn aside Greek counteractions 
in case the veto tactics of the Papandreou government continue. 


If, however, a way to turn aside a Greek veto in NATO and the EEC were, in fact, 
to be found, then, in essence, as has been stressed, the basic benefit of equal 
participation of our country in these two alliances would have come to an end. 
More simply put, such a development is tantamount to an unfortunate expulsion of 
Greece from the European Community or the Atlantic Alliance. 


From these thoughts arises the question as to whether or not Mr Papandreou is 
ignorant of, underestimates or even encourages such an outcome.

PAPER REPORTS DISSENT IN KKE RANKS ON POLISH ISSUE

[Text] The leadership of the KKE is responding to the serious inner-party 
agitations which have broken out because of the Polish question by dismissing and 
excluding the dissidents from its ranks. Within the party, local officers and 
lower-ranking members are openly expressing their disagreement with the policy of 
the party and are condemning the military dictatorship in Poland while voicing 
support for the "Solidarity" movement. 


In most quarters of the capital, these disagreements have to do with the young 
people and workers, in the majority of cases, while on the other hand there are 
fewer dissidents among the intelligentsia and the veteran officers. Among the 
medium-level and higher officers, the party's policy is supported, and so far 
there are no indications of substantial dissent in this group. 


According to journalists’ reports, most of the dissidents have shown up in 

Piraeus, Athens, and the western and eastern districts of this city. On the 

other hand, there is absolutely no dissent in the northern suburbs. The dissidents 
are communicating their views in party meetings and in conferences of officers 

who support the struggle of the Polish workers. 


Open Dissent 


According to the same reports, at one meeting of local and lower-ranking officers 
in Kallithea, more than 10 persons of the 30-who had taken part openly disagreed 
with the party line. Moreover, in Piraeus more than 30 lover-ranking officers 
condemned the KKE's policy on the issue of Poland. 


The reaction of the party leadership was immediate in all cases. It dismissed 
all the dissident officers from the positions which they had held, and it ordered 
their separation from the other officers. The dismissals are being done with 

as much secrecy as it can maintain, and usually they are referred to as changes 
in officers' posts. Many officers have been dismissed in Athens, in Piraeus, and 
in the districts to the west--Nikaia, Peristeri, Aigaleo--and to the east. 


In many quarters, a number of people in the teams which had been sent to write 
slogans in favor of socialist Poland refused to obey, speaking out instead in 
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support of the "Solidarity" movement. Cases are mentioned of young people in 
Ymittos, Aigaleo, and Peristeri who have been dismissed from their party posts 
for this reason. 


More General Criticism 


This dissent in the KKE is directly connected with the sharp criticism which has 
been leveled with regard to the party's inability to achieve its electoral 
objectives. Those who even prior to the elections had expressed reservations 
about the possibility of attaining the 17-percent objective continued their 
criticism after the elections as well. But now the discussions and agitations 
have taken on a sharper tone, following the military coup in Poland. The charges 
being made are now broader and extend to the leadership's inability to make 
realistic assessments about political developments, which as a result has given 
rise to dissatisfaction among its followers and voters. Another charge by 

the dissidents against the leadership is that with its excessive ¢evotion to 
Moscow, which is unparalleled for a communist party in Western Europe, it has 
brought: about the almost complete isolation of the KKE from the rest of the 
political community in this country. 


The isolation of the KKE became more noticeable following the change of direction 
by the government on Monday and the signing of the NATO communique on Poland. 

In any case, RIZCSPASTIS severely criticized the government, writing in yesterday's 
issue that "a great distance separates the initial reasonable statements of the 
government...from those which the Greek government finally assented to without 
reservations in Brussels." 


Among the KKE's lower-ranking and local officers and even more among the party's 
adherents, this position of the government is easily accepted, the result being 
an increase in the number of dissenters and a sharpening of criticism concerning 
the leadership's policy. Indeed, in the last 2 or 3 days--with the returning of 
the students to the universities--dissent has beaqun to appear in the student 
sector as well. 


Vis-a-vis the dissidents the leadership is following the tactics of exerting 
indirect pressures. Committees made up of two or three intermediate-level 
officers are visiting the parents of the young person--this is happening mainly 
in the suburbs and whenever the whole family belongs to the KKE-~-and are “inform- 
ing" them that their child has "gone astray" and does not obey the party. These 
visits are occurring almost daily in the western and southern quarters where 
earlier the Left has had a great deal of strength.

PARTISAN ANALYSIS OF FIRST 60 DAYS IN CONGRESS

[Text] It is a fact that the most representative bills--those which will give 
an indication of to what extent basic government announcements are going to be 
implemented--have not yet reached the Chamber of Deputies. But necessarily this 
precludes as yet any full-fledged assessments of the work of the new Chamber 

of Deputies and its effectiveness, precluding as well comparisons with previous 
periods and the conclusions derived from these. 


Nevertheless, in the time which has gone by since the start of the new period, 

a number of facts have emerged about the attitude of the governing party and 

other parties, about their role, and about how they understand their parliamentary 
presence following the elections of 18 October. 


The first opportunity for assessments arose with the debate on the government's 
program statements. At that time, the government gave an outline of its policy, 
which although frequently not differing from an election-campaign platform, 
nevertheless largely clarified at least the main course headings of the new 
government. But the debate crystallized above all the positions and the 

viewpoint from which the other two parties, the KKE and the ND, are confronting 
the government's policy. The Right confirmed that it is on the lookout for a 
chance to impede even the slightest democratic opening, although it is not going 
to oppose "institutional changes” which will improve and modernize the established 
order--even though it does not applaud these changes. 


On the part of the KKE, there was a confirmation of its steadfast and cool-headed 
position: "We are judging the government from the viewpoint of genuine change." 


Throughout this period, more initiatives were developed by the KKE. One paramount 
aspect of the parliamentary presence of the communists, which manifested itself 

in the very first days, is the resolute repudiation of the efforts by the Right 

to prevent even the slightest expansion of democratic processes in the work of 

the Chamber of Deputies and the government, to curry favor with the people by 
concentrating on existing problems, and to press--sometimes ovenly and sometimes 
behind the scenes--for the emasculating of the substance of Change. 


There were characteristic interjections and other responses by KKE deputies to the 
arguments of the Right when the bills were being debated on licenses for graduate 
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engineers and on giving the vote to 18-year-olds. Also characteristic was the 
interjection by the parliamentary representative of the party when the ND proposed 
to discuss the "Polish question." In the two first cases the KKE deputies 
revealed that the need to capture votes which forced the Right to state that 

it was voting for these bills did not change in any way the political features 
of this party, which denies to young people the right of organized struggle in 
the direction of progress (bill on the vote for 18-year-olds) and which wants to 
hinder every step towards strengthening the role and responsibilities of the 
mass agencies within the framework of a developed bourgeois democracy (bill on 
turning over the responsibility to the TEE [Technical Chamber of Greece] for 
granting licenses to practice to graduate engineers). 


Constructive Attitude 


The participation of the KKE in the debates and in all the other parliamentary 
proceedings has clearly increased in relation to other periods. 


In the new session, the parliament's check-and-balance function began with an 
interpellation by the KKE. This interpellation pertained to an urgent key 

problem concerning the country's democratic development, trade-union freedoms, and 
democracy in the workplace. On the occasion of the interpellation concerning 

the “Pershing 2" and "cruise" missiles, the question was raised about the 
orientation of the country's foreign policy at this critical phase of the 
intensification of the cold war. Finally, the KKE brought up a significant 

aspect of the democratization of the armed forces on the occasion of the debate 

on an interpellation concerning the general rules of service in the army. 


In any case, the debates on the three interpellations had positive results. First 
of all, because they furnished the opportunity to raise and to analyze basic 
aspects of our country's political life. At the same time, even though the 
ministers were not always very specific, nevertheless they reiterated certain 
explicit proclamations made by the government, or proceeded to make certain new 
announcements (at least the minister of labor did, when the interpellation about 
the democratization of the trade-union movement was being discussed). 


However, even in those cases where the government has promised certain measures, 
there has not been a specific timetable for their implementation. The issues 
which arose with the appointment of a single-party administration in the GSEE 
[Greek General Confederation of Labor] largely account for the disinciination 
of the minister of labor to proceed further than abstract and vague promises. 


The KO [Parliamentary Group] of the KKE has submitted two proposals for laws: 
One concerns the ratification of International Agreement 103 (providing for 
maternity protection), and the other concerns the protection of Greek workers 

in the countries of the Middle East and Africa. The same proposal had been 
submitted also in the previous period, at which time the ND government had voted 
against it. The KO of PASOK had voted for it. 


The initial days of the proceedings of the new Chamber of Deputies are indicative 
of the attitude of the KKE's parliamentary group vis-a-vis the government's policy. 
The parliamentary checks-and-balances function is being exercised by the KKE with 
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discretion, without any oppositionist recklessness. Its objective is to ensure 
a constructive dialogue with the government--on the basis, as much as possible, 
of specific proposals and studies. Such a "restrained" attitude does not 
invalidate--on the contrary, it presupposes--the submitting of interpellations 
for the purpose of discussing, when due, key problems concerning true Change. 


Especially since at all levels--and of course also in the Chamber of Deputies-- 
the Right is exerting whatever strength it has to impede even the slightest step 
in the direction of this Change. The rightist faction has shown that it is 

not abandoning its efforts to retain anticommunism as an indispensable factor 

in parliamentary life. And we have in mind here more than just the anticommunist 
outbursts of its deputies (from the coarse insults of Papandongonas to the 
irreparable blunder of Andrianopoulos: "Where was the KKE in the time of the 
dictatorship?"). 


The "Initiatives" of the Right 


The basic aim of the Right, to tie up other forces as well in using anticomnunism 
as a principal tool to check democratic progress, manifested itself demonstratively 
in its effort to discuss Polish affairs. 


Other democratic circles besides the communists have started already to understand 
that behind all this blustering business of “solidarity” with the Polish people 
there are schemes which are aimed directly against democratic normalcy and which 
ultimately go contrary to the work of this government itself, or which seek to 
restrict this work within bounds tolerable to the present system. With the 

latest government announcement, the ensnaring of the Chamber of Deputies in 

such an antisocialist crusade has been substantially avoided. 


Nevertheless the Right will not stand idle. Its former leader, G. Rallis, stated 
as much in the debate on the government's program pronouncements. 


And it has not been idle either, regardless of the outcome of its efforts each 
time. It fought up to the last minute to block the assigning of certain areas 
of jurisdiction to the Technical Chamber. In the name of the "depoliticization” 
of the young people, it tried to wheedle from the ministers assurances and 
commitments that the ideological barriers of the educational system will not be 
tampered with (bill on giving the vote to 18-year-olds). It opposed the abolition 
of examinations for the junior colleges. It took a demagogic stand on problems 
of the security forces, by way of a plethora of interpellations through which it 
sought the extension to officersof the security forces of the housing allowance 
which the government has given to military personnel. It revealed its intention 
to stay with its positions on the State machinery by shouting for expulsions, 
dismissals, "resignations,”™ and so forth. 


However, the "initiatives" of the Right have been blocked tc a certain extent by 
the unresolved issues within the ND itself. And naturally row that Averof is 

in the position of leader, we should expect new and more “fervent” antidemocratic 
and anticommunist sallies. 
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The manner of functioning of and the debates in the Chamber of Deputies have not 
Given as yet representative examples of behavior which could be relied on to make 
an assessment of the attitude of the governing party. Nevertheless, certain 
negative notes have already been observed. To begin with, we have its refusal 

to agree to a bipartisan president's bench--something which is not excluded by 
the rules and regulations and which, moreover, was an issue which this party 

used to support solemnly in the past. We note also the supercilious aside made 
by Kaklamanis in the debate on the democratization of the union movement ("it is 
not necessary for you to remind the government of its obligations"). It is worth 
observing that this very dangerous perception drew the applause of the PASOK 
deputies when it was expressed also in the hall of the Chamber of Deputies. 
Furthermore, we also recall the somewhat quibbling attitude of the former deputy 
minister of foreign affairs, Fotilas, in the debate on the nuclear missiles. From 
Fotilas we heard two or three different versions of the "zero solution." Both 

he himself ane his colleague Drosogiannis (deputy minister of defense) gave 
assurances that the government has not signed any text containing references of 
any sort to "Pershing-2" and "cruise" missiles, thus revealing that the others 
are "ignoring" or want to ignore the session of the "European group” and the 
matters which were discussed concerning nuclear missiles. 





In the same discussion, the view was also heard from Drosogiannis that the Greek 
government is not concerned and is not going to offer opposition in the event that 
the Italian government, for example, agrees to "accommodate" American nuclear 
weapons on its soil. 


Finally, as one more negative “note" we should call attention to the bill concerning 
the tariff of customs duties which was serving to implement the policy of 
commitments toward the EEC, wh’th the previous government had introduced.

FOTILAS AFFAIR 'CLOSED'

[Text] The day before yesterday Premier Andreas Papandreou met with Asimakis 
Fotilas, the deputy minister of foreign affairs who had "resigned," according to 
the characterization made by the relevant announcement from the premier's political 
office. The premier assured him that he "retains his high esteem" for Fotilas. 

The announcement of the political office was as follows: 


“Premier Andreas Papandreou was visited yesterday at his residence in Kastri by 
Asimakis Fotilas, who has resigned as deputy minister of foreign affairs. The 
two had a iong talk, the result of which was a confirmation of the warm and 
friendly feelings manifested on each side. 


"Moreover, the premier stated that he retains his high esteem for Fotilas." 


The presidential decree which was published in the EFIMERIS TIS KYVERNISEOS 
[Cfficial Gazette] also refers to the "resignation" of Fotilas--and not to his 
"dismissal," as it was called at first by the announcement broadcast by the 

ERT [Greek Radio and Television] iit midnight on 4 January, nor to his "removal from 
office," as it was called recently by a government spokesman. 


As is known, as soon as he returned from Brussels Fotilas placed his resignation 
in the hands of the premier in order to facilitate his orderly withdrawal from 
the government. 


In any case, with yesterday's announcement the "Fotilas affair" is considered to 
have been "closed." In the judgment of many observers, this affair arose more 
from the confluence of “unhappy contingencies" (such as the inability of Fotilas 
to communicate with Athens shortly prior to the approving of the communique by 
the "Ten") than from his unwillingness to follow the instructions of Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Kharalambopoulos. 


More particularly, the words in the official statement, to the effect that "the 
premier retains his esteem for Fotilas" are being interpreted by the same observers 
as a confirmation that his more general policy is still one of confidence in this 
“resigned"--and now definitely not "dismissed"--deputy minister.

"MARXIST IDEOLOGY' SEEN TRAP FOR PASOK ECONOMIC POLICY

[Text] We could say that the government is on the right track in announcing that 
it will finance the productive activity of and will grant various accommodations to 
the small and intermediate manufacturing enterprises. Without an increase in the 
country's wealth, the economy is not going to get out of the recession, nor can 
inflation be combated. And the country's wealth does not increase by way of 
Marxist experimentations. 


There is no precedent of any Marxist practices having led to prosperity. But the 
unfortunate thing about the PASOK government is that it undoes with its left hand 
what it tries to do with its right, or if not undoes, at least decreases its 
effectiveness. It is engaged in a dramatic effort to pull the country out of 

the recession--an effort based on private enterprise. But at the same time it is 
holding over the head of private enterprise the sword of Damocles of the "socialist 
transformation." On the one hand, it is encouraging private productive activity 
by means of generous measures. But on the other hand it is threatening to stifle 
it within a dense network of controls. It accepts in essence the dynamism of 
private enterprise. But at the same time, in order to show also a certain 
ideological consistency--of dubious value--it talks about socializations and 
other equally discouraging ideas. 


It decides on relief measures for the intermediate and small businesses in order 
to reduce the cost of their products and to facilitate the marketing of such 
products domestically and on the international market. But at the same time it 
announces an income policy which will increase the cost of their products and 

will threaten them with bankruptcy. And if this happens, those who are employed 
in these businesses will lose their jobs and their incomes. But unfortunately 
both for itself and for the country's economy, PASOK is trapped by its own Marxist 
ideology, which forces it at every turn to attempt to reconcile the irreconcilable.

It had permitted popular fronts of the then opposition to dominate in associations 
and societies and in municipalities and communes. These “strongholds” must be 

won over again if the great national and democratic party intends to represent not 
only the yesterday but the tomorrow. And it appears that this tomorrow will arrive 
much sooner than anyone could have expected right after the elections, if PASOK 

does not come to its senses and its deterioration continues at the same rate as 
today's.... 


The outlook for the ND is already better, but this part of its fight will not be 
easy. Of course, the atmosphere has changed in only 3 months, thanks to the increase 
of the government's "gaffes'’ and mistakes, the lack of a program and cadres, as 
well as the unprecedented party dismissals. But if all of this has hurt and is 
hurting PASOK, at a time when our arteriosclerotic communists are encountering 

their own not-too-small problems due to their subservience to Moscow, this does 

not mean that the official opposition automatically is calling for the destruction 
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of the others. Both time and a hard struggle will be needed to win the lost ground. 
Above all, new men and new ideas, better organization, more militancy. 


As long as the ND exercised power, its cadres and adherents, it must be admitted, 
were not distinguished for special combativeness. This is often noted in many 
countries where the majority adherents do not give battle for their own party, 
especially when it is of conservative tendencies. They prefer the role of the 
"silent majority" which has difficulty in bringing about a rallying and even more 
difficulty in leading the fight. Power must be lost for these people to begin 
confronting purges, problems and difficulties so as to be stirred up. We are at 
this stage today. And there are more cadres and adherents of the ND who are 
willing to fight for the party despite everything that happened until 18 October. 


The development of this feeling and the mobilization of cadres and adherents is a 
matter of party organization. We have no doubts that Mr E. Averof has understood 
its criticalness. And it behooves us all to help, regardless of likes or dislikes, 
personal preferences or bitterness. Moreover, personal issues and personal 
feelings must once and for all be set aside. The ND adherents are not interested 
in personalities but in the party and national and democratic principles. The 
party has paid greatly for the collision of its leadership's ambitions and personal 
antagonisms of its cadres. It does not now have this luxury, and it would be a 
good thing if those who are projecting themselves in the limelight were to 
understand this and make efforts to serve the more general interests of the party 
and not their personal advancement.

PROGRESSIVES SEEM DIVIDED ON NEW AIRPORT TERMINAL 
Reykjavik MORGUNBLADID in Icelandic 5 Jan 82 p 3 


[Text] "It would be appropriate if the United States were to pay all the 
construction costs of a new air terminal, as this is a necessary step in 

the separation of the air base and the country, which has been decided on and 
could be considered a precondition for the renewal of the 1974 air base 
agreement.'' Steingrimur Hermannsson, the chairman of the Progressive Party 
and minister of communications, said this in MORGUNBLADID on 31 December when 
he answered the newspaper's question about whether or not the decision on 
constructing a new air terminal in Keflavik Airport should be postponed. 


On 14 October MORGUNBLADID quoted Steingrimur Hermannsson as saying he was 
becoming more and more convinced that the United States should finance the 
construction of an air terminal at Keflavik Airport entirely. He said that 
this was his personal opinion and that it was not new within the Progressive 
Party, as Commerce Minister Tomas Arnason had previously expressed this view. 


On this occasion, MORGUNBLADID turned to the former chairman of the Progressive 
Party and present foreign minister, Olafur Johannesson, who is in charge of 

the air terminal issue in the government and whose attitude was revealed in the 
paper on 15 October. Olafur Johannesson said that he disagreed with the chairman 
of the Progressive Party, Steingrimur Hermannsson, and added: "I think it 

would be appropriate if Iceland paid its share of the project." Johannesson 

said that he thought it would be best to cover half of the cost, as had been 
talked about earlier; however, the United States should not pay more than 20 
million dollars. 


When these issues were discussed in mid-October, the chairman of the People's 
Alliance, Svavar Gestsson, stated in the paper that it would be unreasonable to 
expect the United States to finance the air terminal at Keflavik Airport. The 
People's Alliance opposition to the U.S. funding of the air terminal is the 
reason why it is being shuttlecocked among people in the government or its 
committees. 


The statement Steingrimur Hermannsson made on New Years Day runs contrary to 
the view of two foreign ministers from the Progressive Party, namely, 

Einar Agustsson, who was foreign minister when agreements were reached on 
structural changes at Keflavik Airport in 1974 and who launched the policy of 
shared costs, and Olafur Johannesson, who holds the same opinion now as he 
did in mid-October.

SOCIALIST LEADER COMMENTS ON DEBATE WITHIN PCI 
PM091631 Rome AVANTI in Italian 30 Jan 82 p 2 


[Apparent text of PSI Secretary Bettino Craxi 29 January report to PSI Directorate 
Meeting in Rome: "Verdict on PCI Stance"] 


[Excerpt] Broad repercussions have been prompted at home and abroad by the dispute 
that has emerged between the PCI and CPSU, which stemmed from events in Poland and 
now embraces more general and fundamental issues. 


Some people have spoken in terms of an excommunication on the one hand and a split 
on the other. 


The fact remains that the dispute--which is nothing new, for that matter--over 
matters of principle and method has this time assumed the significance and impor- 
tance of a harsh polemical rupture. With regard to the Polish crisis, Solidarity's 
role and the responsibilities of the communist regime and of the CPSU, the PCI 

has made an analusis and adopted condemnatory and critical stances to a large extent 
similar to ours and to those of the Trade Union Federation and of other democratic 
parties. 


The umpteenth serious crisis in a communist society, dealt with yet again by 
authoritarian methods and military means, has prompted the PCI to resume, develop 
and extend general deliberations concerning the communist system, the separation 
between socialism and democracy, and the role of the USSR and of acts dictated 

by “power politics” and--according to a definition which has also emerged from the 
communists’ debate--inspired by an "imperial logic." 


Following the Soviet reply, formulated in intolerant language, with the dogmatic 
aim of defending the superiority and inviolability of so-called "real socialism'-- 
an outright indictment of the Italian Communists’ stance, of an asperity unpre- 
cedented in the history of relations between the parties--the PCI leaders have 
responded steadfastly, by approving a document in which they confirm their "stances 
on the serious and tragic events in Poland" and their "critical observations 
regarding above all the Soviet model, the policy of the USSR and the CPSU in the 
international revolutionary movement." 


The PCI has given a clear and radical demonstration of critical autonomy without 
the indulgence, caution and qualifications shown on other occasions. There is, 
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with regard to the ruling communist system aid with regard to the USSR's shows of 
hegemony, imperialism or power, a clearly contrasting stance on important issues 
concerning the peoples’ independence and rights and the democratic conception of 
the socialist struggle. The presentation of general observations contained in the 
PCI directorate resolution also includes other assessments and analyses which are 
less easy to share, at least as far as we are concerned. But the important thing 
is that they reopen the way to a far-reaching debate and to possible further 
revisions and thorough analyses that will involve the PCI and that are of primary 
interest to all leftwing forces and to us in particular. Progress is being made 
within the Italiam Communist movement with the clarification of principles and 
aims, and it must be acknowledged and encouraged. 


Analyses and assessments of how to develop this clarification must be neither 
improvised nor superficial, since the outcome of this process of autonomy and 
revision could vary according to how consistently it is conducted, and according 
to the conditions under which the political struggle and the debate of ideas takes 
place. We regard as important the defense and strengthening of a principle of 
autonomy with respect to the characteristics of a national and democratic form of 
communism, albeit verbally declared revolutionary, but the aim that most directly 
concerns and involves us is that of the integration of the whole, or a large 
proportion, of the Italian left along the original democratic, reformist and 
pluralist line of West European socialism, while taking into account the complexity 
and diversity of experiences and traditions. 


All this can only result from hard work and a breakthrough and, I believe, from 
democratic decisions, and cannot result from formalistic adherence to a model, 
as some claim, or from the verbal indication of a path, as others suggest instead. 


The acceleration of such a process moves in this direction and is bound to provide 
entirely new prospects for the Italian left. 


The possibility of this acceleration and the guarantee of this process will depend 
on the strength of the socialist movement and of the socialist party. To presume 
that a serious crisis of the communist system and of communism, the need for change 
and revision and the quest for a new identity for the Italian Communists must 

lead to a weakening of the socialists and of their arguments means turning the 
issue upside down. 


A stronger Socialist Party is a precondition for a consistent development of the 
fundamental clarification within the Italian left and of prospects for greater 
cooperation, greater unity and a more incisive struggle for change and progress 
based on democratic and socialist values and principles. 


We have assessed, and are still assessing, the true value and importance of the 
stances adopted by the PCI, and especially of the debate that has opened up among 
italian Communists, without facile oversimplifications and without distortions for 
ulterior motives. 


Irrespective of individual instances of splittism, which are unfortunately occurring 
again, we value the current process as an important innovative element open to 
developments of major importance to the workers movement, to all workers, to the 
socialist forces and to the democratic progressive forces, and we in turn intend to 
carry out a thorough and documented examination of it at our next Central Committee 
meeting.

PSI'S SPINI VIEWS IMPLICATIONS OF PCI-CPSU SPLIT

[Interview with PSI Deputy Secretary Valdo Spini by Marie-Delphine Bonada in Rome: 
"Italy: PSI Fears That PCI Will Withdraw Into Itself"--date not given, first 
paragraph is editorial introduction] 


[Text] The "split" between the PCI and the CPSU is causing an upheaval in Italian 
political life since the other parties can no longer hold against the PCI its 

"ties with Moscow."' The PSI is the party most concerned by this change. Valdo 
Spini, one of Bettino Craxi's two deputy secretaries, commented on the changes which 
have come about for LA MATIN. 


Rome--Valdo Spini: It was with great emotion that we witnessed these recent events. 
Especially since in 1956, after "destalinization," it was our former Secretary 
Pietro Nenni who was the first to stress that the responsibility for the crimes 
committed in the USSR could not rest with one man but that it was the system which 
engendered them. For that he was reproached and insulted. Today the PCI is no 
longer merely condemning an event separately from its context. That is extremely 
positive because it sets in motion of process liberating the whole Italian workers' 
movement which was stagnating and which was divided owing to that aiming at the 
Soviet model. 


LE MATIN: But in that case why is the PSI now expressing reservations as if that 
change displeased it? 


Valdo Spini: We did not particularly like the attack which Enrico Berlinguer launched 
against our socialist tradition when he celebrated the 6lst anniversary of the PCI's 
foundation on Saturday. The communists have not lost the didactic habit. None- 
theless I understand that the PCI is going through such an upheaval that it must 
cling to some "continuity." In 1921, when it was founded, the PCI, which was born 
from the PSI split, aimed to align with the Soviet model. That phase is now over. 
You can realize that the scope of that change is inconceivable. But it is a tricky 
time. The PCI is advocating a "third phase” in the workers movement which strikes 
us as rather egocentric since it destroys the Soviet models and social democracy. 
Moreover I noted that in Paris Socialist Jacques Huntzinger had stated that it was 
not possible to place the European socialist and social democratic experiment on 

the same level as the models of "socialism as hitherto realized." But why does 

the PCI always want to be the focal point of the situation? Because we are also 
committed to going beyond old experiments to bring progress for the Italian left 

and European socialism. 
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LE MATIN: You talk of European socialism, of Eurosocialism. There used to be 
a great deal of talk about Eurocommunism. Why not now approach the question in 
a more united way and talk of the "Euroleft." 


Valdo Spini: The prospects are of course very interesting. But in this case, too, 
when Claudio Signorile (who is leader of the socialist left) launched the idea of 
a kind of consultation pact between the PCI and the socialist international, 

Gian Carlo Pajetta, in a characteristic remark, spurned that proposal, saying, 

more or less: "The comintern experience was enough for us." Now that remark was 
inappropriate, after all the comintern cannot be compared with the socialist 
international. 


LE MATIN: What prospects does the new PCI stance now offer the PSI? 


Valdo Spini: The further the PCI revision progress goes the more positive that will 
be and the more possible it will be to think of practical prospects for a leftwing 
alternative. But what we fear at this very delicate time for the PCI is that it 
might be tempted to withdraw into itself. In Italy it is because we insisted on 
having a socialist prime minister that we obtained a secular prime minister for the 
first time in 35 years. Now we do not want that mere’y to be an interim measure 
which enables the Christian Democrats to reorganize at their next congress. 

The communists have abandoned the idea of the historical compromise and they want 
the leftwing alternative but reject early elections. However there are aiso impor- 
tant intermediate points, like the presence of a socialist at the government's head. 
So, we must help each other to find the most advanced agreement possible. Moreover, 
it would be incongruous if, after this revision process, relations between our two 
parties did not improve. The PCI must choose its new interlocutors, and in Italy 

it will certainly have to turn to the PSI. 


For our part we want to open the debate on the practical problems of the Italian 


crisis. The PCI has invited us to discuss its recent economic policy document and 
we will consider that offer tomorrow at our directorate meeting.

LAGORIO ON POSSIBILITY OF EARLY ELECTIONS 
Rome L'ESPRESSO in Italian 10 Jan 82 pp 17-18 


[Interview with Lelio Lagorio, minister of defense, by Sandro Pertini; date and 
place not specified] 


[Text] Rome--Socialist Minister of Defense Lelio Lagorio explains the significance 
of the coming political verification among the heads of the coalition and the 
president of the Council; scheduled for January, it is considered decisive for 

the destiny of the five-party coalition. "During these 2 years we have made an 
important contribution towards constituting a majority", says the minister, "but 
this majority must be constantly nourished by coherent and purposeful behavior to 
development of democratic institutions and the economic well-being of the country. 
This is why, in the middle of the eighth legislature, it is necessary to take 
rigorous stock of all the parties. We must decide whether our system is ready for 
a stronger brand of stability and, consequently, for stronger government”. 


[Question] They say that this verification will bring up the question as to 
whether-a new, stronger and more efficient government than that headed by Spadolini 
is needed. What do you think about that? 


[Answer] As a member of the Socialist Party I think that President Spadolini has 
made an important new contribution to Italian politics, and personally I think 

he has done his utmost. So the question of stronger government does not regard 

his role or him as a person. However, the time has come to confront the big question 
of the stability of reforms, and to go on to a longer term perspective, drawing on 
all our political forces in a very responsible way and with great care. 


[Question] Do you think that the time has come for the Socialists to govern the 
country? 


[Answer] The Socialist Party like others, thinks that it is in a position to 
govern the country. It is not easy to foresee when or how this may come about. I 
think it depends on the evolution of the political debate which is about to begin. 


[Question] The Christian Democrats contend that if another government is to be 
formed it should be headed by a Christian Democrat. What do you think? 


[Answer] I understand Christian Democrats. But I am not a Christian Democrat. I 
therefore think differently. 
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[Question] Many people think that there will be anticipated elections again next 
spring. Do you think that this would be traumatic? 


[Answer] In Western industrialized countries with consolidated democratic systems, 
elections are never traumatic. On the contrary, that is when one goes back to 
one's source of concensus. But in Italy not everyone thinks this way, because 
political struggles are still full of ideology, and therefore elections are often 
like a contest among opposing "churches" rather than a confrontation of programs. 
Nevertheless, I think that--as referenda in recent years have shown--Italian public 
opinion is becoming more and more like that of other European countries. 


[Question] The President of the Republic says that he is opposed to new elections. 
But if the parties cannot agree and are unable to form a new government, what can 
he do? 


[Answer] Our President has important powers to determine the political parliamen- 
tary balance. Pertini has always used these powers with energy and wisdom. But 
there is no doubt in my mind: the head of the state will know at all times how 

to judge whether the differences among the parties can be resolved or whether it 
is better to ask the country to make basic decisions again. 


[Question] In the case of anticipated elections will your party get more votes? 


[Answer] There are many signs that lead one to believe that the lay socialist area 
is growing and is now the third major point of reference. As far as the Socialists 
are concerned I must recall that my party received significant encouragement from 
the last administrative elections. 


[Question] In a few days the House will discuss the financial law, and it is said 
that there will be an uproar about the defense budget because it provides for a 
large increase in military spending. What does the Socialist minister have to say? 


[Answer] The coming debate in the House will clarify many things. But I should 
like to say now that the increase in the military budget is due solely to greater 
expenditures for personnel (35 percent more than last year), for training (40 per- 
cent), and for barracks (35 percent). After the most recent cuts proposed by 

the Treasury in order to balance the total state budget, there will not be any 
real increase for weapons; on the contrary, taking into account the 16-percent 
rate of expected inflation there will be a reduction. We have to be very careful 
about this. 


[Question] Can you explain that more clearly? 


[Answer] I shall be very clear. Regarding the draft budget I submitted last 
summer, which provided for a real increase (that is, higher than average inflation) 
of three percent for commissions, the Treasury has proposed about 300 billion 

worth of cuts, which would put this sector in the red. It's true that the country's 
other needs must be taken into account, but I don't think all of the cuts proposed 
by the Treasury can be accepted: there would be alarming repercussions on sensi- 
tive parts of our economy in both the public and private sectors. 
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[Question] Alarming from whose point of view? 


[Answer] Alarming for Italcantieri of Monfalcone and for the Riva Trigoso ship- 
yards, which would lose contracts that have been arranged for many years. There 
would also be repercussions on the aeronautical industries Aer Macchi, Siai 
Marchetti and Aeritalia, on Fiat Autocarri, on Galileo, on Contraves, and on the 
whole Melara club (from Breda to Sistel electronics and from Selenia to Snia). 


[Question] Do you intend to fight in Parliament for the abrogation of the cuts 
proposed by the Treasury? 


[Answer] I certainly do. And I think Parliament might form a majority calling 
for their abrogation.

VAN DEN BERG ON NEW COURSE OF LABOR PARTY

[Report of an interview with Max Van Den Berg, Labor Party (PvdA) chairman, with 
an introduction, by Frans Kok: "PvdA Tries To Regain Voters’ Confidence With New 
Course, Max Van Den Berg: ‘It Is Sink or Swim Now'"] 


[Text] Amsterdam, 18 Jan--The Central Committee of the PvdA, 
augmented by Den Uyl, Van Kemenade and Kombrink representing 
the cabinet members and Meijer representing the Chamber dele- 
gation, pondered profound!y Friday evening and Saturday upon 
a new course which must pull the party out of the deep elec- 
toral valley. According to the most recent opinion figures, 
at this moment the PvdA would be very close to its historic 
low of 1967 with 37 seats [in the Second Chamber]. 


The event wes held at Garderen in Veluw, where on Thursday 

and Friday, the CDA [Christian Democratic Appeal] campaign 
leaders were trained, as weil, so as to have the coming pro- 
vincial government elections in March result in as big a gain for 
the CDA and as big a loss for the PvdA as possible. 


And yet it was not only fear of the provincial Estates elections 
which caused the PvdA leadership to go on retreat. The PvdA and 
particularly the cadre is rudderless. Many party members have no 
idea how to deal with the governmental responsibility under the 


leadership of CDA Premier Van Agt. Here and there even panic can 


be seen, and many trusted cadre members are thinking seriously of 
getting out. Party Chairman Max Van Den Berg telis what the con- 
clusions of the summit conference are and how the party plans to 
recover again by means of a new realistic course of responsibility. 


arlier, we would have passed off a tale about 300,00 new jobs on the pecple, 
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position which will have to be less pedantic and pushy than in past years, so the 
PvdA leadership has determined. 


Van Den Berg admits that in recent years a serious communications difficulty has 
arisen between the PvdA and its voters, because of which in May 1981 about 
/ 


358,000 fewer voters cast their votes for the party than 4 years before. 


Now that must change. Van Den Berg is full of confidence that it can: "I believe 
that we have already passed through the worst of it. Something is happening again 
in politics, I can see it. A recovery process is slowly getting under way. It is 
still going to get very difficult. jut it has to be." 


Health Insurance Act 


According to Van Den Berg, the Health Insurance Act is clearly going to be a test 
case. The PvdA Chamber members did not know initially how to react to the plans 

of Den Uyl and Dales, or how to explain them to the party's rank-and-file. "There- 
fore we jumped into the breach last week. Further delay would have been disastrous. 
Now we have reached the point where our cadre and the labor movement are thinking 
with us about what else ought to have been done. Then we found out how heavily 

the intervention above 80 percent counts with the labor movement; well now, there 
we have proposed a compromise. 

"What is most important is that if this operation succeeds and we have fulfilled 
our bargains on retrenchment, we shall not only have gained a bit of our coalition 
partner's confidence, but also have delivered the proof that we can take and that 
we dare to take responsibility, and that is the point. I do not rule out the 
possibility that some of our former voters would say: now we can recognize that 
party again." 


Van Den Berg feels that the support for Den Uyl really came 2 and 1/2 months too 
late, and does nct hesitate to call that an indication that the party provided 
too little leadership. It has now been agreed that information is to be provided 
to the cadre much earlier, so that short circuits like th one seen in the case of 
the Health Insurance Act no Longer need occur. 


Surmit Conference 


The direct stimulus for the meeting of the party leadership was last spring's 
quick cabinet crisis, which had to be repaired by De Galan and Halberstadt. Many 
people in the party did not get a glimpse at the cause of the crisis. They did 
look upon the cabinet with deep suspicion, but then it was quickly seen that a 
deep disorientation was afoot. Van Den Berg determined that there were far too 
few lines running from the delegation, the ministers and the central committee and, 
in consultation with Den Uyl and Meijers, decided on the summit conference, for 
which all three groups in the party laid the foundations. 


Van Den Berg was thorough and did not mince matters in pointing out the difference 
between the PvdA's position in the 1970's and the 1980's. Then the PvdA was an 
action party with a strong power position. Because of the rather favorable economic 
circumstances, a lot could be done materially, so that over a period of 4 years, 
those on minimum incomes received a 20-percent increase. The PvdA could then go 

to the voters and say: we have such-and-such plans and we can carry them out, too. 
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Break 


The break came in the opposition years. Not because people did not agree with the 
PydA in substance, but because the credibility was lacking. After all, the PvdA 
could not make good on what it promised. The sulking over not being able to goveftt 
and the fixation on the fall of Van Agt certainly increased the crisis between the 
voters and the PvdA. 


Van Den Berg: "The political conclusion of the consultation is that our job is to 
stand for what we want without any great pretensions. In the current situation, 
that is to reconstruct the welfare state in such a way that everyone who wants to 
can participate in paic employment. 


"The alternative is a state with two to three million unemployed, and that will be 
a very authoritarian state. Anyone who loves democracy will choose our proposition. 
I think that even people who are a bit to the right of us will see that we provide 
a better guarantee of a nonauthoritarian society,"’ so he says. 


"That political conclusion includes a large-scale redistribution of employment, 
which in turn will have comsequences for incomes and therefore for social security. 
We will have to base the system of social security on this. The call upon esta- 
lished rights alone is an inadequate defense. The ceilings have to be lowered if 
we want to be able to keep the system in operation. The alternative is a society 
with a large number of have-nots. 


"In our new approach we will also have to make less of an appeal to solidarity. We 
wili have to place more stress on practical and economic arguments. Even someone 
who has 40,000 guilders per year has to know where the bargains are and that there 
is a bottom to his buying power.” 


The PvdA can only win, in Van Den Berg's opinion, if the alterations are carried 
out in a controlled manner and in such a way that problems can be seen to be 
reduced by them, and it there comes to be some prospect of a way in which the 
problems can be solved. ‘"'The coming years will determine whether it makes any 
sense for the PvdA to sit in the cabinet.” 


Opposition 


Van Den Berg admits that at this moment there is scarcely any alternative 
the PvdA, for to go into the opposition means falling back once again and 
even higher degree into the old manner of playing politics, without responsibility 
and without credibility. "That is true, normally you have the choice between 
governing and opposition, but that choice does not exist now, there is only on: 
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bet for us: to take the lead in retrenchment and at the same time to carry out 
societal reforms, which is very important, particularly in a time of economic de- 
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As far as the cutbacks are concerned, according to Van Den Berg there will be a 


plea in the spring to cut back another 5 billion. "Our old position then would 
have been: We refuse to talk about further alterations. First a political 
decision will just have to be made. Now we will say: let us first try to realize 


the 5 billion, we have accepted that responsibility. If more ts needed, then let 
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us have a good talk about the effects, without calling up an image of sterility. 
We must negotiate much more with our partners by means of arguments, to find a 
joint way out, and do that in the knowledge that if we do not take the lead, 
another combination of, for example, the CDA and VVD [People's Party for Freedom 
and Democracy] would simply reduce the benefit payments and do nothing about 
reforms. If we defend the 5 billion in cutbacks and the Health Insurance Act, I 
think that the partners will be more willing to support our approach to unemploy- 
ment and the investment requirements of the oil companies."

[Text] Kare Kristiansen has already--a good year before the congress of the Peo- 
ple's Party--announced his willingness to accept reelection as chairman for a new 
term. For an incumbent chairman of a party to indicate that he is open to reelec- 
tion is not anything remarkable in itself. But the choice of the time in this 
case, and the fact that the man is Kare Kristiansen, make the whole thing far 
more interesting politically. 


Since Kristiansen was reelected chairman at the congress last year everybody has 
counted on it that it would be his last term. In an interview with ARBEIDERBLADET 
23 April 1981 he said: "If I am reelected now it will be for the last time." 


Kjell Magne Bondevik was launched last year as the new candidate for chairman. 

He only needed to get a few years behind him, mature in political work, we heard. 
Lars Korvald, the dean of the party, also came forward and backed Bondevik's 
candidacy for the next time, i.e. for next year's congress. 


What has happened to make what was so clear before so unclear? That Kristiansen 
no longer feels weighed down by age, as he argued last year when he said that 
would be his last term as chairman? 


The answer is not hard to find. Since the party's ultimatum on the abortion is- 
sue before the election, time has worked in favor of the pro-government Kristian- 
sen. The recognition that the abortion issue is a faded banner, which it will 

no longer help to keep pure and clean, has penetrated deeper and deeper into the 
party cadres. There are fewer and fewer of the adamant abortion opponents that 
raise their voices in the debate.

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But even though the opposition to Kristiansen and cooperation in the government 
is slowly but surely breaking down, it cannot be counted on that next year's 
congress will proceed entirely quietly.

PAPER VIEWS STRAY'S TALKS ON EEC TIES 
PM051407 Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 2 Feb 82 p 2 
(Editorial: "Norway and Brussels" ] 


[Text] The arrangements which have been made between Norway and the EEC involving 
an expansion of consultations between the community and a country which 10 years 
ago said "no" to membership contain a number of interesting prospects. Both the 
EEC and Norway are fully aware that ther: is no question of full Norwegian member- 
ship, nor of any substitute arrangement. But just as we are unable to pretend 

that the rest of Western Europe is not on our doorstep, the EEC cannot close its 
eyes to the fact that Norway is an important partner and a possible energy supplier. 


After the talks Norwegian Foreign Minister Svenn Stray held with his Belgian counter- 
part last week, it seems clear that Norway will be given access to consultations 

with the chairman of the Council of Ministers in Brussels at all possible levels. 

It is obvious that this will happen on issues which have a particular bearing on 
Norway. On extremely important issues there could even be meetings between foreign 
ministers. This is a natural-~but nevertheless significant--extension of the 

contact work carried out by former Foreign Minister Knut Frydenlund during the latter 
part of his term at the Foreign Ministry. 


There has been little disagreement and even less debate both about these contacts 
and about what was agreed during Stray’s visit. This is quite striking when one 
recalls how bitter the fight over Norwegian membership was only 10 years ago. 

In reality a form of agreement across party boundaries has been achieved--the sort 
of thing which would have been rejected 10 years ago. The reason is twofold: 
those who were defeated in the referendum accepted its result and those opposed tc 
the EEC gradually came to realize that Norway must have some sore of European 
policy. Indeed, the Labor Party's present deputy chairman, Finar Foerde, who was 
one of the more active EEC opponents in the party when it was in government at the 
time of the referendum, even went so far as to call for such a policy a couple of 
weeks ago. 


We should not expect too much from the new arrangements. It is only possible to 


get into the EEC through the main gates--there are no back doors. And of course 
the most important and difficult issues will be resolved at meetings between the 
EEC's heads of government. And Norway will not be present at these. 
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We are also entering a period in which relations between Europe, which is closest 

to us, and the alliance partner which primarily guarantees our securicy--the United 
tates--will be put under great stress. For this reason we could perhaps be facing 
the danger that we might "do the splits’’--if the Atlantic turns out to be too wide, 
it could be difficult for us to maintain our anchorage on both sides of it. Nor 

has it been proven that all those with leftwing views who now want a clearer 

Norwegian European policy have the most honorable motives. It could appear tempting 

for them to strenghten ties with the EEC to create a counterbalance to the United 

States and U.S. influence both here in Western Europe and in the rest of the world. 


Such circumstances mean that there is an extremely important challenge inherent 
in the policy which the government must now shape. A very good beginning has been 
made in the talks Foreign Minister Stray held in Brussels.

STRAY RESIGNING PARTY POST--Foreign Minister Svenn Stray will not accept re-

PAPER SEES SDP ENTERING CAMPAIGN LACKING POLICY STANDS

(Editorial: "'A Game of Hide and Seek (SDP)"'] 


[Text] What policy are the Social Democrats really going to opt for, apart from 
the pretty phrases? Not only is the tax settlement causing trouble for the 
Social Democratic Party, but economic policy as a whole is at least equally hard 
to deal with. Just 6 months before the fateful election, the former governing 
party has taken no stand on two of the three big election issues. On the third, 
fund-socialism, the position is all the clearer, without giving the party any 
advantage. 


At the same time the conflicts within the party deepen as soon as it becomes neces- 
sary to take a concrete, precise position. In STOCKHOLMS-TIDNINGEN (S [Social 
Democratic]) for Tuesday [19 January], six Social Democratic economists, the so- 
called sixers, go into a renewed attack on those who do not take the economy mea- 
sures seriously. 


The sixers do not conceal their despaiz at the fact that the crisis report at the 
party congress seems to be approaching a bitter spring under pressure from all 
the interest groups’ demands and expectations. The six speak plainly; words like 
"simplified view," "notably and unfortunately," "fruitless," "misleading," ana 
"throwing dust in the eyes" are used to characterize the opponents. And the six 
state clearly that any Social Democratic government will lack freedom of action 
in economic policy. 


[The deficit must be reduced and resources must be made available to industry that 
can compete abroad. The next [wage] agreement must give low wage increases and a 
more flexible wage-setting; the public employees’ conditions are deteriorating. 


It will not make the six any more popular that they also point out those who are 
jeopardizing both the Swedish economy and the party's credibility with their 
demands: PRO /a proposed tax on industry production/, the tenants' movement, 
local politicians, and the public employees’ union. 


he sixers' conclusion is that the party may win the clection but lose the sub- 
sequent term, with devastating effects, when the deceitful debate boomerangs. 


They demand responsibility for the whole, not solidarity with various interests. 
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In all of this there is still a hope that the party will renounce its simple 
propaganda of disapproval, if the intellectuals take up arms against the tac- 
ticians in the party leadership, the LO [Swedish Federation of Trade Unions], 
and the press. But do these hopes for improvement take adequate account of the 
fact that today's SAP [Swedish Social Democratic Labor Party] is different from 
yesterday's? 


There is no longer any unified labor party; the leadership must bridge over the 
differences between many different groups, and this is made more difficult by 
the difference between being the governing party and being in the opposition. 


The sixers' article could be the starting point for the budget discussion that 
the party leadership and the Riksdag group are devoting themselves to this week. 
But will it be? Thus far the tactic has been to ignore the differences--to win 
first and solve problems later. What tells in favor of a change, apart from 
practical considerations?

ASSEMBLY'S ‘DISTURBANCES AND QUARRELS' RULE EYED

[Text] Ankara--Will fights break out in the Advisory Assembly? At yester- 
day's session of the assembly, this was, perhaps, the topic that attracted 
the most interest. Article 66 of the newly drafted bylaws is headed, "Dis- 
turbances and Quarrels," and explains how the chairman will act if a fight 
occurs in the assembly. According to this article, "If a disturbance or 
quarrel erupts during discussions and working order cannot be restored, the 
chairman will first issue a warning and then will end the session." How- 
ever, several members of the Advisory Assembly came out at yesterday's ses- 
sion against inclusion of this article in the bylaws. For example, Ertugrul 
Zekai Okte submitted a proposal to the Chairman's Council and requested that 
the article be removed from the bylaws. Okte later took the floor and ex- 
plained why he made the proposal: 


"The commission must retract this article, because there cannot be a fight 
in this assembly." 


Another member shouted: 

"What do you mean, there can't be one?" 
An argument ensued: 

"One can." 

"No. One can't." 

"By God, one ‘4n." 

Okte persisted: 


"Neither a disturbance nor a quarrel will occur in this assembly. You are 
making an historical mistake by inserting this article." 

















Behind him, a member with a deep, bass voice shouted: 
"Let us not quarrel, gentlemen. It is disgraceful." 


Now that we are talking about arguments, let us mention an interesting in 
cident that also took place between two members of the Bylaws Commission. 
When commission secretary Kazim Ozturk took the floor in order to give a 
speech on the first day of discussion cf the bylaws, another commission 
member, Sirri Kircali, stood up and ca.led out: 


"Why doesn't the commission spokesman speak?" 


Ozturk replied, "The secretary may speak with the chairman's permission," 
and gave his speech. On the second day of discussion, Kircali went to the 
podium to speak. Ozturk, however, got up and reported that Kircali had no 
right to talk under the statutes of the bylaws, and Kircali was unab]«~ to 
present his speech. It is understood that these two members did ncc fight 
in the true sense stressed by Okte, but "did argue a bit" in the cuax‘ssion. 


The bylaws, henceforth, kept in mind the "dimensions" these disagreements 
could reach and introduced a statute. Undez the regulation, members may 
not quarrel. But, what if there is a member "who does not use clean words"? 
Article 65 of the bylaws shows how to prevent this: 


"If anyone in the general council uses vulgar or abusive language, the 
chairman will immediately ask him to speak properly. If, in spite of this, 
he refuses to do so, the chairman will request that he leave the podium." 


Fights and quarrels aside, the fact that members are still new causes some 
interesting proposals and motions to come before the Advisory Assembly 
Chairman's Council. fI'or example, Hidayet Ugur forwarded to the chairman's 
office a proposal to amend the bylaws. It was addressed: 


"To the Advisory Assembly Chairman's Office, Ankara." 


When Acting Chairman Vefik Kitapcigil gave this proposal to the council sec- 
retary to read, he said, "An agendum arrived. I am asked to read it." 


When the section of the bylaws dealing with commissions was being debated, 
another member, Ali Gungor Cakmakci, p-oposed the formation of an "Etcetera 
Affairs Commission." 


Ismail Arar, who, in 1971, when reporters asked whether or not he thought 

a formez prime minister would come to power once again, replied, "Don't 
make me laugh," continues to employ his sensitive wit among the members of 
the Advisory Assembly. Because he is the commission spokesman, Arar fre- 
quently goes to the podium, fromwhich he presents his views in florid, 
Arabic phrases. Arar's persuasive tone of voice causes articles that should 
be debated at length to be accepted without question. And Arar sometimes 
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complains about speakers going off the subject. For example, when Article 
59 related to the order of speeches was being discussed, Arar became irri- 
tated about the introduction of politics into the issue and said, "I do 
not understand a political assembly, an assembly that is not political. 
The order of speeches is the order of speeches." 


Arar's announcements light the way for members of the Advisory Assembly. 
However, this is something that the power lines, which are affected by bad 
weather conditions, do not do very well. At 1007 hours during yesterday's 
session, the electricity suddenly went out. The generator was also out of 
order. The lights would come on for a while, then go off. Soon after, the 
proposal of Corum member Ahmet Samsunlu that the assembly's working session 
be extended to 2300 hours reached the chairman's council and was read and 
approved. From the back of the room came the words: 


"This did what the man from Corum could not."

OZYORUK SEES PROS AND CONS OF CONSTITUTIONAL OPINION POLL 
Istanbul TERCUMAN in Turkish 30 Nov 81 p 6 
[Article by Mukbil Ozyoruk: "Public Opinion Poll for Constitution" ] 


[Text] Some distinguished members of the Consultative Assembly, among them the 
distinguished Professor Feyzi Feyzioglu, have made suggestions and proposals that 
a "public opinion poll" should be held as one approach to the problems and solu- 
tions in preparation of the constitution. We have learned through the press that 
Mr F. Feyzioglu said: "It would be well for us, in preparing the constitution, to 
seek views from the plainest citizen to the most authoritative individual. Let us 
not fear opinion, as it were, from a variety of sources." 


Public opinion poll...a survey as far-reaching as possible. There is no need to 
explain at length that, at bottom, this is a democratic and pertinent procedure. 
Especially if on. considers that in the preparation of this new constitution, 
unlike the one of 1961, no political parties and none of the many local and pro- 
fessional organizations are participating in the capacity of "representative" and, 
consequently, the work to be produced cannot be linked so as to express any parti- 
cular bias with the desires of the various sectors of the citizenry ard the organ- 
izations of this sort will not be in a position on the eve of the referendum to 
explain the new constitution to the public, it is not just theoretically "well," 
but indeed necessary to a great degree, at least to determine the hopes and 
desires of the public by means of a public opinion poll at the outset. 


However, it is extremely difficult to ensure either that such a public opinion 
poll would reflect the views of the broad masses insofar as possible or that these 
reflections would be sound. It is not totally impossible, but "very difficult." 
It would require the most thorough preparation and would have to be conducted by 
a very extensive and fully competent cadre of researchers. First it is necessary 
to decide on the questions, as simply asking for "ideas and desires" would bring 
a "flood of paperwork" impossible to surmount. The questions must be formulated, 
broken down in detail and divided into subquestions, and answers must be yes-or- 
no, not given in lengthy opinions, to allow "tabulation." Nevertheless, as the 
outcome of this poll would still depend on getting answers from the broadest 
cross-section possible, the tabulation of preferences and desires, even if 
answers are yes-no, would be possible today only with the use of computers. 
Otherwise, there would be no way out from under the onslaught of answers. If i* 
were done on a smaller scale, the results would not be as useful as desired. But 
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the most important thing of all is still the framing of the "questions" them- 
selves. As the Consultative Assembly and the Constitutional Commission have no 
draft on hand as far as we know and as the framing of the “possibilities, contin- 
gencies, principles, alternatives and preferences" for the new constitution has 
yet to take place and will most like come only after a great deal of discussion, 

it is necessary that the questions presented to the public “for informational pur- 
poses" be concerned with "options having quite broad and radical differences 
between them." It is possible that questions of this sort which would cover a wide 
range of options for the new constitution would lead to the assumption that certain 
options which the Commission and Consultative Assembly had not yet taken up seri- 
ously had their "stamp of approval,’ initiating untimely -- and even worse -- 
bitter controversy. Even if a survey were taken after the Commission's work was 
well advanc2d in an effort to prevent this, it would no doubt be something akin to 
a "trial referendum," and I do not know how valuable that would be. 


Even though it is impossible not to agree theoretically with Mr F. Feyzioglu's 
proposal, the problems and eventualities I mention above are, in any case, very 
thought provoking. My modest opinion is that the basic "difficulty," as I wrote 
not long ago, stems from the absence of the numerous "categorical," but by all 
means “numerous,” projects and plans which it is imperative that committees and 
commissions of this sort have before them in order to put such a task in place. 
If they existed and if the public were aware of their contents, then the surveys, 
and controversy too, would be beneficial.

ASSEMBLY MEMBERS VOICE VIEWS ON POLITICAL, LEGAL SITUATION 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 19 Nov 81 pp 1,6 


[Text] Ankara--At yesterday's Advisory Assembly meeting, 88 additional 
articles of the bylaws draft were discussed, and work on the articles was 
completed. Seventeen of the 144 articles that were discussed were returned 
to the Bylaws Commission, which was given a day to revise the articles. It 
is expected that work on the bylaws proposal will end tomorrow. 


Meanwhile, debate continued on whether or not the 1961 Constitution remains 
in force. While expressing their opinions on the subject of death sentences 
handed down by the courts, members defended the view that the assembly has 
no authority to approve such penalties. However, a proposal to remove 
Article 86 from the text was unanimously rejected. 


At yesterday's session of the Advisory Assembly, supervision of the goverr- 
ment was discussed. Members who spoke on the bylaws draft's Article 57, 
which regulates speeches not on the agendum, brought up the supervisory 
powers of the Advisory Assembly. izmir member Ertugrul Zekai Okte said, 
"There is constraint where the law is unclear." Quota member Mustafa 
Alpdundar stated, "We must demand an accounting here from a minister who 
does not carry out his duties." 


Okte asserted that the Bylaws Commission "is creating various problems it- 
self." He saids 


"The commission, when solving these problems, placed in the draft articles 
such as Article 57 that can become topics for dispute. In this assembly, 
control mechanisms such as general discussion, assembly investigations, and 
oral questioning must operate. We do not mean that we want supervision. 
Supervision is the domain of the NSC [National Security Council }. However, 
this deficiency must exist in our assembly. There is constraint whers the 
law ‘s unclear. The government will also be able to request general dis- 
cussion. And 10 valuable members of the Advisory Assembly will be able to 
ask for a discussion. General discussion of the problems of our nation, 
our people, and even of world problems will be able to be sought. Why are 
we avoiding this? The council wants us to produce ideas. It wants us to 
find solutions to problems. We do not want supervision. We do not want 
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general questioning. Since you do not want general questioning, what can 
you say? Let us be open, respected colleagues. If we are open, we will be 
comfortable." 


Aydin member Halil Akay, who spoke later, criticized allowing "a maximum 

of two members to speak for 10 minutes apiece" following tne government's 
request to speak outside the agendum. He said, "There is a drawback to al- 
lowing two persons to speak -- one who will vote with the government and 
one who will vote with the opposition. We are persons who have come here 
in the spirit of the National Independence Army." Tokat member Serafettin 
Yarkin said that, through speeches off the agendum of members who take 

the floor, the supervisory powers of the Advisory Assembly would conflict 
with one another. 


Quota member Alpdundar asserted that the most important article of the by- 
laws was being discussed and said: 


"Of course, we did not select the government. For this reason, there is no 
question of unseating it through general questioning in parliament. Let us 
be one with the people, not against them when performing our duties. To 
me, the government of the republic is the government of the Constituent As- 
sembly. All of us have become witnesses. Thousands of letters on various 
topics have poured in to members of the Advisory Assembly. For example, 
will we not question a member of the government that has raised the price 
of sugar every 3 months? Will we not question a minister who does not ex- 
plain the reason for these increases to the public? At this moment, there 
is a subject that has become gangrenous and that is of concern to 3.5 mil- 
lion persons in Turkey. It is the topic of adjustments in workers' retire- 
ment benefits, over which the Ministry of Social Security has sullied 

its mouth, its face. If we will not question this minister now, we will 
have destroyed our character. Here, we must be able to question a minister 
who does not act properly. There is another problem. It is the problem 
of the tea along the coast of the Black Sea. This year, the tea was not 
dumped into the sea, but it was left in the fields. Won't we question any- 
one in the Ministry of Monopolies about this? The crop of the tea pro- 
ducers in the eastern Black Sea region has not even been able to be pur- 
chased, This assembly, which has the authority to enact laws, must have 
the authority to demand an accounting." 


Before Alpdundar completed his speech, the lights went out, and his last 
sentence was spoken in the dark. Ismail Arar took the floor later and 

when he said, "My fellow speakers have approached the subject incorrectly. 
It has nothing to do with supervision," the lights went out again. Whereas 
a portion of the members, who remained in the dark, asked that a break be 
taken, one member was seen reading his notes with a lantern. Balikesir 
member Fennilslimyeli, who chaired yesterday's session, called a recess 
until 1100 hours "because of the outage, in order to work on the generat- 
ors." 
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Following the speech of commission spokesman Arar on the topic of Article 
57, the article was approved verbatim. While Article 58, which deals with 
an Advisory Assembly member's taking the floor and the period of time he 
has in which to speak, was being discussed, Hamza Eroglu proposed that the 
15-minute period be reduced to 10 minutes. With the approval of the motion 
by the commission, tie article was accepted in its amended form. Article 
59, which concerns the order of speakers, was approved verbatim. However, 
the commission sought to retract, in order to discuss it again, Article 60, 
which is related to representation of the government on the Advisory Assea- 
bly. The general cuuncil approved the commission's request. 


When Article 61, which deals with speeches on procedure, was being debated, 
Adana member Turgut Yegenaga proposed that speeches on procedure be limited 
to 5 minutes rather chan 10 minutes. When the commission approved the pro- 
posal, the general council accepted the article along with the change. 


Approved in the form submitted by the commission were Article 62, which con- 
cerns the Advisory Assembly General Council chairman's refraining from par- 
ticipating in discussions and voting; Article 63, which deals with general 
order during discussions; Article 64, which regulates the chairman's cutting 
off a speaker; and Article 65, which talks about the style of speeches. 


While Article 66, which concerns procedures to be followed if a disagreement 
or fight break out in the Advisory Assembly, was being discussed, Okte 
asked that this article be rescinded. Okte spoke on the topic and said, 
"There can be no fighting in this assembly. Therefore, the article must be 
deleted." The assembly general council rejected Okte's motion and approved 
the article in its original form. Article 67, dealing with the right to 
give statements, was approved as presented. While this was being done, a 
change was made in Article 68, which speaks of secret sessions. It was 
noted that a change had been made, and the article, which states that the 
NSC secretary general will participate in secret sessions along with the 
state chairman, NSC members, the prime minister, and members of the Council 
of Ministers, was accepted, 


The Advisory Assembly then approved Article 69, dealing with minutes of 
secret sessions; Article 70, concerning completion of discussions; Article 
71, related to draft laws; and Article 72, discussing law bills, After Ar- 
ticles 71 and 72 were interchanged, they were accepted by the assembly. 


Article 77, which speaks on the topic of proposals that violate the consti- 
tution, was the subject of debates on the constitution yesterday. 


Quota member Alaettin Aksoy stated, "We have been given the job ot draft- 
ing a constitution. Isn't it unconstitutional to draft a constitution?" 
Aksoy continued: 


"We have a constitution, At a time when there is one, our constitution 
must be subject to specific revision. The Land and Agricultural Reform 
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Law and the Meetings and Demonstration Marches Law are on the agenda of our 
assembly. While discussing the latter law now, will we act in accordance 
with Article 28 of the constitution? Look at what it says: 


"“'Everyone has the right to hold unarmed, peaceful meetings and demonstra~ 
tion marches without needing to obtain prior permission.’ 


"If we cannot discuss this law because we say it is unconstitutional, then 
the NSC will enact a law without us and declare it in effect, or we will 
ask what we can do, will send intermediaries to the NSC, and will draft a 
meetings and demonstration march law. Will we say, ‘Remove this article 
from the constitution?' Everything has taken place before our eyes, my 
friends." 


Bilecik member Orhan Baysel, who quoted State Chairman Gen Kenan Evren's 
speech announcing the reasons for the 12 September takeover, said, "If we 
do not wish time to stand still again in the future, if we do not want an- 
other military intervention, we are forced to make complete changes in all 
the existing laws that caused the conditions of 12 September." 


Istanbul member Enis Muratoglu asserted that, "even if a bill or proposal 
is claimed to be unconstitutional, it should be able to be discussed." 


"May God Protect Us" 


Quota member Ihsan Goksel said, "May vod protect us from constitutions that 
will bring us tothe point of another 12 September." Goksel noted that abso- 
lutely nothing can be done without a constitution. He stated: 


"Absolutely nothing can be done without a constitution, but sometimes a con- 
stitution becomes so weak, it can be completely abrogated. The 1961 Consti- 
tution, which brought us to 12 September, is suspended, but is in effect. 
After a commission was formed, there was no doubt that the current consti- 
tution would lose its value. The topic to which our assembly should pay 
close attention should be conformity with realities of the nation even if 
this violates the present constitution." 


Erzurum member Abdulkadir Erener later took the flowr and said that the 
current constitution has the "validity it deserves." Erener asserted, "If 
we greatly respected the 1961 Constitution, our presence here would be in- 
explicable. This assembly should not worry about whether or not a consti- 
tution that will be lifted by law by a law bill that will be worked upon 
is being violated." 


Zonguldak member Turgut Tan defended the view that, "with this article, we 
will be forced to discuss, not a proposal or motion, but issues that re- 
quire a decision in a sense." 


Ankara member Fikri Devrimsel said: 
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"When we took our oaths, we promised that we would defend the superiority 
of the law. Our starting point for action must be respect for the law. In 
fact, the 1961 Constitution is a constitution of reaction. Therefore, it 
is also affective, it is said. Won't it also be said 10 years hence that 
the constitution we are drafting at this podium is affective? Our being 

_ without a constitution cannot be accepted. A member said that this consti- 
tution should not be respected. Another member asked if we will obey this 
constitution. Years ago, it was stated from this podium, "If wou wish, 
you will be able to introduce a substitute.” Does saying so make it pos- 
sible? How do you regard this constitution null? Our reaching this state 
is not the crime of the constitution. It is the fault of these who do not 
apply this constitution." 


No One Can Command 


Islimyeli allowed Arar to have the final word on the subject. Speaking in 
behalf of the commission, Arar said: 


"When drafting a new constitution, there is absolutely nothing to prevent 
the old one's remaining in effect until the new one is completed. A member 
said here that we are commanded to enact a mass demonstration and demonstra- 
tion march law. To me, these are misleading words, because no one can com- 
mand this assembly to enact anything. If a commanding institution exists, 
everyone must look over the situation. The Republic of Turkey is not a 
tribal state. There is a constitution in Turkey. The basis of even martial 
law comes from the constitution. There is absolutely nothing in Article 77 
to cause concern," 


Following Arar's speech, Article 77 was adopted in the form submitted to the 
general council. 


The Advisory Assembly General Council then approved, as written in the re- 
port, Articles 78, 79, 80, 81, 82, and 83, which define the topics of 
"amendment proposals," "prior discussion of an -rticle or separate approval 
of paragraphs," "physical errors," "an examining council,” "final speeches," 
and "a request to retract a text or articles." 





Death Penalties 


Approval in the Advisory Assembly of death penalties was opposed by some 
members. They urged that the article related to the carrying out of death 
sentences be extracted from the bylaws, 


During yesterday's discussion of the bylaws in the Advisory Assembly General 
Council, several members asserted while Article 86 dealing with the "car- 
rying out of death penalties" was being debated that the Advisory Assembly 
does not have the authority to approve death sentences. 
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Sakarya member Cahit Tutum said, "If the topic defined in Article 86 is 
said to be included in the law bill, why has it been included in the by- 
laws?" 


Tutum asked the commission, "Does our authority to discuss death penalties 
come, then, from that article?" He noted that the powe’s and duties of the 
Advisory Assembly are not clear or specific and continued, "Our assembly 

is one with special duties. It is not one with general duties. These re- 
sponsibilities of ours have been defined in the related law." 


Ankara member Devrimsel stated: 


“Article 86 speaks of the use of a power that does not belong to us. So 
long as the article of Law No 2,485 that defines the duties of the Advisory 
Assembly is unchanged, we cannot approve the Justice Commission report on 
the topic of carrying out death sentences handed down by the courts. In 
this case, the way out is to have court decisions put out in the form of a 
bill by the Counci: of Ministers." 


Power Not Given 


Kahramanmaras member Rifat Beyazit requested that Article 86 be extracted 
from the bylaws draft. Quote member Abdullah Pulat Gozubuyuk asserted, 
"This power was not given to this assembly. If the NSC had wished, it would 
have added this power to the Advisory Assembly Law." 


Ankara member Fevzi Uyguner stated, "In order to approve the carrying out 
of death sentences, a law bill must be drafted. Therefore, a bill regard- 
ing our assembly's approval of death sentences must be prepared by the 
government." 


Adana member Kemal Dal defended the view that the authority to ratify death 
sentences has not been given the Advisory Assembly. 


Arar spoke in the name of the commission and said, "This article deals with 
a sacred subject, with human lives. While we are here discussing whether 
this article should remain in the bill or be removed from the bill, dossiers 
containing death sentences are arriving before the assembly. The procedure 
on this subject is clear. If you members of the high committee cannot ap- 
prove the death sentence bill prepared by the Justice Commission -- and it 
is possible that you will not, -- the death penalty cannot be carried out, 
and those convicted will remain in prison for life as persons condemned to 
death." 


Eskisehir member Fikret Alpaslan claimed that making a decision on the topic 
of death penalties is a responsibility that falls upon the Advisory Assem- 
bly and proposed that the article be adopted verbatim. Izmir member Ture 
Tuncbay objected to this, saying, "I am a physician. When I graduated, I 
took an oath to save human lives no matter what and under all conditions. 
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It does not fall upon us to approve death sentences. I oppose this article 
of the bylaws." 


Performing Burial Rites 


Kocaeli member Feridun Guray noted that, if this article is not accepted, 
serious results would ensue. He stated, "If the article ir not accepted, 
the person convicted to death will be saved from the death penalty and, as 

a result, will be able to remain in prison until he dies." He asserted that 
"this loophole must be eliminated by the new constitution." 


Izmir member Kemal Karhan spoke on the issue of the death penalty. He 

said that the decision to approve or disapprove a sentence handed down by 
the courts will be made and that this situation will be able to be handled 
by the assembly in the future. He stated, "Those who defend the 1961 Con- 
stitution show concern over whether or not death sentences should be ap- 
proved despite the explicit statute in that constitution. I believe that 
we would be surprised at the noted law piofessors over whom we will be per- 
forming the burial service." These words of Karhan caused laughter in the 
gereral council. 


Following completion of the discussion, the motion to remove Article 86 
dealing with approval of death sentences by the Advisory Assembly was re- 
jected. Article 86 was adopted verbatim by the Advisory Assembly General 
Council. 


While the Advisory Assembly was debating the article of the bylaws draft 
dealing with amendment of the constitution, the commission retracted the 
article. Then, discussion went on to statutes concerning members. Three 
articles in this section concerned with discussions of the preparatory com- 
mission, defense rights, and lifting legislative immunity were approved as 
presented, Article 91, which speaks of the Joint Commission report, was 
removed by the Bylaws Commission. 


Later, the second section dealing with the dismissal from membership was 
taken up. Statutes in this section, which concern the quality of restric- 
tions on membership, affairs that are incongruous with membership, and dis- 
continued membership were adopted as read. 


‘Let Us Kill Him! 


Ankara member Devrimsel spoke during discussion of Article 103, which regu- 
lates temporary expulsion from the assembly. He said that a member who in- 
sults the state chairman, members of the Constituent Assembly, the Advisory 
Assembly chairman, members of the Chairman's Council, or members of the 
Council of Ministers would not be punished by “temporary expulsion" from 
the assembly, but must be removed completely from membership. Devrimsel 
asserted that a member who is found guilty cannot be pardoned for the crime 
he committed by his making an apology. In reply to these words, a member 
in the general council was heard to say, "Let's kill him." 
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Devrimsel souglt to place in Law No 6,136 a statute dealing with members’ 
of the Advisory Assembly carrying arms and requested that the article that 
“prohibits arms from entering the building, garden, or grounds of the 
Turkish Grand National Assembly" be removed from the bylaws. Alpdundar 
spoke on the proposal ind also urged that the statute that proposes pro- 
hibiting the carrying of arms be retracted. He said: 


"We Must Carry Arms" 


"We, as the Advisory Assembly, have grave responsibilities, grave duties. 
Every type of situation is possible. Today, members of the Council of Minis- 
ters -- and the best of them, too -- carry a pair of revolvers. In addition, 
they have bodyguards at their sides. We, too, are compelled to carry guns. 
This is no rose garden. When ministers come to the general council, will 
we strip thém of their revolvers and take them from them? Since we cannot 

do this, the statute prohibiting the carrying of weapons must be removed." 


At this point, work was recessed until 2030 hours. 
Situation of Press 


The Advisory Assembly reconvened following the break and discussed and ap- 
proved other articles of the bylaws draft. Quota member Mustafa Yucel re- 
ported that members of the Turkish press and the foreign press have been 
experiencing a number of problems since the Advisory Assembly began work. 
He said, "The race against time is a characteristic of the journalism pro- 
fession. If accurate news is not transmitted in time, then scandal sheets 
will emerge. It is not correct to blame reporters for this. When drafting 
rules that will regulate the work of members of the press, I believe in re- 
organizing so that, at the least, working conditions of past cimes will not 
be created." 


Bingol member Mehmet Aydar said that improvements made with the press mean 
the same as relations with the public. Tunceli member <amer Genc and quota 
member Alpdundar characterized the lack of a bylaw on the Petitions Commis- 
sion as a deficiency. Bylaws Commission Chairman Arar said that petitions 
sent to Advisory Assembly members by citizens may be forwarded to the NSC 
Secretariat General Applications and Complaints Chairman's Office. 


Following discussion of the 144 articles, which do not include articles 
dealing with the date of enforcement and implementatinn of the bylaws draft, 
commission spokesman Arar asked that the commission be given a day to go 
over che articles that will be restored as well as those that are to be re- 
written. Islimyeli, the session's acting chairman, approved this request 
and adjourned the meeting until tomorrow. 
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POLITICAL TURKEY 


TOB-DER TRIAL SCORED AS POLITICAL PLOY 
Istanbul CUMHURIYET in Turkish 2 Dec 81 p 9 


[Text] Defense attorneys in the TOB-DER [Turkish Teachers Unity and Solidarity 
Association] trial argued that "TOB-DER was brought to trial for political rea- 
sons, it is a trial of political innuendo. Trial policy must be above politics." 
The attorneys completed their defense at the 27 November session of the TOB-DER 
trial taking place at the Ankara Martial Law Command Third Military Court. The 
text of the joint defense prepared by attorneys Gunfer Karadeniz, Sukru Gunel, 
Ilhan Disci and Halit Celenk called for acquittal of the defendants. It also 
called for denial of the request to close TOB-DER and contained the following 
views on the trial: 


"The remarks on the indictment and basic opinion followed a procedure having 
nothing to do with the case; the theme was pushed into the ideological realm with 
the definitions of Marxism and socialism -- as defined by the prosecutor -- being 
given first and then, conintuing to pursue this line of action, there was even 
mention of their application in Afghanistan and China, which has no remote con- 
nection with our case, in an effort to make the case an ideological one. By 
including in this attempt views, definitions and assessments which were clearly 
distorted, whether on the basis of information or of the law, the charges were 
further removed from credibility and took on a quality deprived of a serious 
basis. 





"Yet our case is one requiring investigation and assessment from a purely legal 
standpoint. At issue in the case is neither the activities of a socialist party 
nor the unraveling of an idiwological riddle. For this reason, considering it 
unnecessary to dwell on the prosecutor's political and ideological statements 
which have no connection with our case and the issue at hand and which are filled 
with distortions and misconceptions as to fact, we have chosen to make our defense 
from the purely legal standpoint." 





Legal Organization 


In their defense, the attorneys cited various rulings on Turkish Penal Code, 
articles 141 and 142, by the Istanbul Martial Law Command Military Court, the 
Supreme Court of Military Appeals and the Constitutional Court. Exception was 
taken to the charge that TOB-DER had become an illegal organization. 
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Policy on Political Trials 


"TOB-DER was brought to the trial which Your Honor is hearing for political rea- 
sons, it is a trial of political innuendo. And the subjects charged with keeping 
this sort trial above politics is the judge-prosecutor-attorney triangle. And 
these subjects are jointly responsible. It is true that various approaches have 
been taken in the various interventions made in trials of this sort. Political 
trials have been conducted many times, ostensibly in conformity with the rules of 
procedural law. But there may also be unusual features in proceedings of this 
sort. Overly aggressive use of certain powers envisaged for use in rare cases in 
procedural law changes the face of the trial. The subtle introduction of the 
influences of various organs in the stages of trial has its risks. The resuit of 
subtle or obvious interventions of this sort is to make it difficult for society 
to identify with and see the justice in the rulings given. In the case here being 
heard, the prosecutor seems to have forgotten his basic responsibility to keep 
trials above politics and to have made it as much < matter of policy as possible 
and, by putting the trial on a political fonting, has forced both our clients 

and us to offer political arguments, whereas we will not get it off this political 
footing without forgetting our own basic responsibility. We would ask the prose- 
cutor to proceed with the trial along lines which would not give cause for politi- 
cal polemics.” 


The text of the defense read by the attorneys pointed out that TOB-DER members had 
defended their econcmic rights and observed the national interests of the country. 
The tollowing victws were expressed: 


"TOB-DER's rallies, marches, congresses, meetings and publications were all lega!. 
Everything it did was done in the plain view of the public and the authorities. 
There can be no aspect of credibility in calling an organization of which this is 
the case an illegal organization... TOB-DER is an organization which favors 
independence over imperialism, democracy over fascism, peace over war and liberty 
over slavery. In all periods it has had its legality acknowledged, not just by 
the authorities, but by the entire public as well. 


"We would like to point out, Your Honor, that your committee's ruling on TOB-DER 
will be of great significance not from the standpoint of our country alone, but 
also from the standpoint of all democratic teachers’ organizations in the world 
and world democratic public opinion. From this standpoint, the decision Your 
Honor will hand down will be an historic decision.” 


In a section of the joint defense headed "Is Continuation of TOS [Turkish Tea- 
chers Union] the Greatest Crime?" the four attorneys expressed these views: 


"As known, suit was brought against TOS and its administrators during the 

12 March 1971 regime, as it is today against TOB~DER, under articles 141/1 and 
142/1, a trial which resulted in acquittal. We would cite this ruling as an 
example to the court. And TOS was not banned. As the result of constitutional 
amendment, it was forced to make the necessary changes in its bylaws and the 
obligatory change of name.” 
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The Enlightened Man 


The 24 December riot is taken up in the section headed "The Enlightened Man: Man 
Having the Power of Resistance," where the view is expressed that "the enlightened 
man does not exist by the diploma." This section says, in part: 


"If such an inhumane massacre as the 24 December 1978 Kahramanmaras incident took 
place in our country and if this massacre did not end, but reappeared on various 
dates in varying dimensions in Sivas, Malatya and Corum, then my question to you, 
the distinguished judges, is: Can an enlightened man remain silent before this 
barbarism? Or should he not oppose it with all his might in order that this inhu- 
mane barbarism never again be repeated? 


"Mr President, distinguished judges, even you, Mr Prosecutor, can you condone this 
inhumane barbarism? Certainly not. We have no doubt that you oppose it with all 
your heart. 


"In that case, can we say to those who opposed this inhumane barbarism with a 
humane reaction: "You are guilty’? Duiunciation of the Kahramanmaras massacre 
was the reaction of people who felt their responsibility as enlightened humans. 
Was it a crime for teachers who felt with all their heart their responsibility to 
be enlightened humans to denounce the barbarism of 24 December 1978? 


"Teachers are being tried who fought for peace, who were not afraid to sacrifice 
their lives for the good of their country without regard to all their economic 
deprivations, teachers, hundreds of whom lost their membership for this cause, 
whose homes and families were vroken up, who were cast out, beaten, attacked, 
injured and killed."

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MILITARY NORWAY 


DEFENSE CRITICS OFFER ALTERNATIVES TO MILITARY POLICY

[Text ] The community hall of the Workers’ Society was completely filled most 
of Saturday when "The Future in Our Hands" held a “hearing” on alternatives to 
Norwegian defense policy. Speakers introducing the debate were Major General 
Johan K, Christie, Colonel Ole Jakob Hald, journalist Bjarne Eikefjord, Profes- 
sor Johan Galtung, research worker Birgit Brock-Utne, Storting representative 
Anne Lise Gjorv and permanent secretary in the Defense Ministry Oddmund 
Hammerstad. 


Both Hald and Christie were critical of aspects of the official Norwegian se- 
curity and defense policy. Colonel Hald presented ideas on an alternative Nor- 
wegian defense set-up, most of them discussed thoroughly already by the Defense 
Forum. This defense arrangement according to Hald should consist of 6 months 
of preliminary service with real and universal conscription so that up to 95 
percent of the men in each age group served a tour of duty in the armed forces. 
In addition to the preliminary service period there should be short but frequent 
refresher exercises, averaging 2 weeks in length every other year, according to 
Colonel Hald. Some standing forces should also be included in the arrangement 
with command and preparatory units adapted to conditions in this major compo- 
nent, said Hald. Norway should continue to belong to NATO but much more stress 
should be placed on utilizing the special conditions and opportunities given by 
Norway's unique features for the organization of defense, Colonel Hald said. 


Professor Johan Galtung recommended a strong Norwegian defense in his speech but 
without NATO membership. Freedom from alliances was the point most sharply 
separating Galtung's ideas from those presented by Colonel Hald. Galtung said 
Norwegian security would be preserved best by adhering to four principles: 

the lowest possible level of alliance to the superpowers, a clearly defensive 
military system that can only be used in our own area, as high a level of invul- 
nerability in society as possible and an active peace policy pursued in such a 
way that disputing parties would prefer it to an aliiance with Norway. Galtung 
also said that Norwegian defense should consist of four elements: Conventional 
military fources armed defensively but with strong fire power and high mobility. 
Great emphasis should also be placed on organizing and training guerrilla 
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forces. On the civilian side in Galtung’s opinion the 30,000 conscientious ob- 
jectors should be used for nonviolent forms of resistance and in addition the 
civil defense should be expanded considerably more than is the case today. 


Research worker Birgit Brock-Utne presented views on the armed forces from a 
woman's point of view while journalist Bjarne Eikefjord talked of Norway and 
nuclear strategy. 


At times there was a lively debate among the participants on the panel and the 
two politicians who took part, Anne Lise Gjorv of the Labor Party and permanent 
secretary Hammerstad. For a while questions rained down on Hammerstad in par- 
ticular who answered all questions in a direct way: 


"Let me go straight into what I think is a major issue here. It is being pre- 
sented as if we have agreements with the United States that could not survive 
the light of day and that we are being drawn into an offensive nuclear strategy 
directed against the Soviet Union. That of course is not the case. With regard 
to the so-called COB [Collocated Operating Base (Agreement by which USAF planes 
would use Danish or Norwegian air force bases during a war emergency)] agree- 
ment for example we have presented everything to Storting--and it is nothing 
more than a banal military agreement that airplanes can come to Norwegian air 
bases in order to defend Norway or to use them as landing site alternatives if 
their aircraft carriers are put out of action.”

GOVERNMENT POLICY ON POLAND DEPLORED

/Text/ From the very moment martial law was imposed in Poland we took a very clear 
stand. We condemned the dictatorship in Poland and we pointed out that no good and 
bad military regimes exist because from the moment the distinction of good and bad 
violations of elementary rights and freedoms begins, the principles which must be 
universal become meaningless. 


For this reason we disagree with the resolution the majority of the House of 
Representatives approved on the Polish problem. It is a resolution devoid of 
meaning. Far from condemning or albeit expressing distress for the imposition of 
martial law, it substantially supports such action as necessary for maintaining 
normalcy in Poland. 


The House of Representatives, states the resolution, follows with interest the 
developments in Poland. With how much interest, really? Could it be with the 
same interest many deputies followed the broadcast of the Pao-Olymiakos soccer- 
ball contest? 


The House appears to accept the assurances for lifting martial law soon. But does 
not every military regime give such assurances? Did not the junta in Greece give 
them and does not the junta in Turkey give them now? Some deputies accused the 
United States of following a two-faced policy. They criticized Secretary Haig 
because in Brussels 2 days ago he became infuriated when a reporter suggested to 
him that his country follows a double standard policy in dealing with military 
regimes since it considers the dictatorships beneficial in Chile, Salvador and 
Turkey while condemning the one in Poland. 


These deputies followed exactly tne same policy of double standard when they 
blasted the dictatorships of Turkey, Chile, Salvador and elsewhere and remained 
silent about the dictatorship in Poland. 


To them we shall simply repeat the observation of the reliable British newspaper 
GUARDIAN, Commenting on Haig's anger as a result of the question submitted to 
him by a reporter, the GUARDIAN suggested to him that a prisoner syndicalist in 
any country--Turkey, Chile, El salvador or elsewhere--is in exactly the same 
position as a prisoner syndicalist in Poland.

[fext/ After a h-day visit in Cyprus at the invitation of the House of Representa- 
tives, the delegation of the German Democratic Republic left yesterday. The 
chairman of the House Foreign Relations Committee, Deputy Al. Galanos, representing 
the president of the House, Deputy M. Poumbouris and GDR Charge d'Affaires Warzig 
bade the delegation farewell. 


In his farewell remarks Galanos said, in part: "The ties between the two countries 
are particularly close. I believe that this visit was particularly useful and 
constructive because it will contribute to making these ties still closer(...) 

On this occasion I would like to express the Cypriot people's sentiments of 
gratitude for the steady support the government and the people of the German 
Democratic Republic gave to the struggle of Cyprus for full restoration of its 
sovereign rights and the human rights of its people."

STUDIES CONTINUE ON VARIOUS ALTERNATE ENERGY SOURCES

ffext/ The Athens Technological Institute /ATI/ Energy Research Group which was 
established in 1979 from members of the ATI academic personnel met recently and 
discussed the studies which are completed or are about to be completed on heat 
production. The meeting discussed the research work on the production and use of 
residues of pressed grapes /"tsipouro"/, the use of wind energy for producing 
electricity, the heating of spaces with solar energy and the systematic management 
of energy sources. An outline of the above research work is as follows: 


Production, Use of Heat From "Tsipouro" 


The research showed that the use of the 9,000 tons of tsipouro produced as a by- 
product of the wine industries is possible and practical. The tsipouro could be 
used for producing heart and energy thus replacing oil or electricity and saving 
foreign exchange in excess of 100,000 dollars anmally. Already methods have been 
studied for using such energy which can be used for heating greenhouses and for 
increasing the heating of water through collectors of sun rays during the winter 
months. The results of this research are at their final stage of improvement. 

As soon as their practical exploitation is ready, the public will be asked to use 
it in its daily life. The research concentrated on adopting small strength systems 
so that their use could be broader. The initial experimental work concentrated 

on assembling a wind generator with vertical axis and blades and having a mechanical 
yield of 2 kilowatts. 


The simplest use of this system would be to supply electricity to thermal resistors 
for the production of hot water for industrial and home use or for charging electric 
batteries. 


One application of more advanced technology would be to directly connect the 
system to the network supplying electricity to homes so that when the consumption 
4s equal or smaller than the one yielded by the wind generator the supply of 
electricity by the Electricity Authority network would be cut off /automatically/. 


The program for perfecting practical and economic systems to fit the Cypriot 
technology levels can be completed in 1-2 more years. The research work aims at 
further promoting the use of solar systems so that they could also be used for 
central heating. 
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The basic objective is to adapt such systems so that the heating system could 
operate effectively with water of relatively smaller temperature than at those of 
the usual levels. The system will need "logical" circuits of automatic control 
with micro-computers. This new research work is at an advanced stage of study. 
An experimental installation of the system is expected to be made soon. 


Systematic Management of Energy Sources 


This research work aims at the overall confrontation of the whole subject of 
energy by exploiting the various traditional energy raw materials as well as the 
renewed energy sources to the extent these sources are expected to be developed 
in Cyprus in the predictable future. 


This study which is being carried out in cooperation with the Polytechnic Institute 
of Central London will result in the preparation of a processing program with an 
electrical computer and could be utilized for purposes of national planning on 
energy matters.

TRANSPORTATION AGREEMENT SIGNED WITH CZECHOSLOVAKIA

{Text/ Cyprus and Czechoslovakia signed yesterday at the Foreign Ministry an 
agreement for International Road Transportation /TIR/. On behalf of Cyprus the 
agreement was signed by Transportation Ministry Alternate Secretary General CG. 
Khatzianastasiou and on behalf of Czechoslovakia by Heitz /transliteration/, the 
country's ambassador to Cyprus. 


In a statement following the signing of the agreement, Khatzianastasiou said that 
it is one of the many bilateral agreements signed between the two governments 
covering the sectors of social, educational, cultural, tourist and economic 
activity. He added that this proves the close ties between the two countries. 

He also expressed his appreciation for Czechoslovakia's continuous support of the 
Cyprus problem, 


In his response /Ambassador/ Heitz said that the agreement just signed will 
contribute to the development of cooperation between the two countries, the 
relations between which have always been friendly. He also said that the new TIR 
agreement falls within the framework of the talks /President/ Husak and Kyprianou 
held in Czechoslovakia. He added that the development of relations between the 
two countries contributes to the prosperity of the people of both countries and 
to international peace and security. Finally, he assured Khatzianastasiou that 
his country supports and will cortime to support the efforts of the Cypriot people 
for a just and permanent solution of the Cyprus problem, a solution which mst 
ensure the independence, sovereignty, territorial integrity and nonalignment of 
Cyprus without foreign intervention for the benefit of the two communities.

QUESTICNS POSED BY CRIME WAVE--The criminal cases in Athens increase daily. We refer 
especially to robberies and break-ins which are taking on dangerous proportions. Not 
a day passes without a case /being reported/. We could mention another sector of 
disturbance and disorganization, a sector of a different nature. It concerns the 
“anarchiste"~-as they self-title themselves--who by occupying buildings and provoking 
all sorts of turmoil and hooliganisms have gone far beyond all limits. The end 
result of all this violence is the creation of a climate of insecurity on the part 
of the public and this allows the media of the Right to accuse the government of 
inefficiency in policing the capital. For example, KATHIMERINI writes: "One

NO MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS--Nicosia Mayor Lellos Dimitriadis said that no municipal 
elections will be held this year. During a press conference yesterday he said 
that he believes that the various political parties do not want municipal elections 
this year because of the presidential ones.

REPEATED STATE INTERVENTION SSEN HARMFUL, UNFORESEEN

/Text7 Strange and disturbing "things" are happening in the vitally important-- 
and, by tradition, tormented and tormenting--area of the state controlled 
organizations-enterprises. First of all, it seems that serious problems are being 
encountered in finding and selecting the right persons for "staffing" the adminis- 
trative positions; the right persons as concerns their party affiliation, their 
special knowledge and skills, their ability to leave their main professional 
occupation and devote themselves to their new duties (this was confessed publicly 
by a minister of the present government). The task has become all the more 
difficult as a result of the interference by various government «ad nongovernment 
leaders who lay claims--for the sake of their "favored" persons--to certain high 
positions, with the result that this competition leads to peculiar situations 
(which are also stressed by the pro-government press), 


Second, the cases of disorganizing transfers-dismissals of "career" cadres on a 
broad scale and often not on meritocratic criteria; of rushed "cleansing" actions 
and demagogic "arbitrarism" as a result of which (in conjunction with the inexperi- 
ence of the new leadership of the institutions) there is chaos and operational 
paralysis in several cases. (A clear exc %ption, until now, are some institutions 
as, for example, the National Bank, the Commercial Brink and others, and adminis- 
tration of which shows prudence and sobriety.) 


Third, and most important, one observes a tendency on the part of administrations 
to be fully subjugated by their corresponding ministries; an increased partisan 
govermment intervention in their work; and their suffocating dependence on the 
government. A tendency, that is, of a worsening situation which, in many years 
past, has been deemed (correctly) as one of the many causes for the misfortune 

of the public organizations-enterprises. A few days ago, a member of the government 
announced that his ministry was about to extend its intervention to the "depen- 
dent organizations" so that "their administrations will not be able to do whatever 
they want" as concerns the management of the operational, economic, etc., matters. 
This--in addition to showing a clear mistrust of the persons whom the government 
has selected es the most capable and suitable for the corresponding positions--is 
in full contrast to the preelection statements by A. Papandreou. "It is a 
mistake," the present premier pointed out last April, "for a ministry to administer 
substantially (a public enterprise)... What the government must do is to select 

an administrative council which will represent the social interests, the working 
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people, the local self-government. The government should not intervene contimally. 
The decisions (concerning the enterprise's activities) should be taken by the 
company. What is done today is in bad faith. The government, moreover, appoints 

a@ governor whom it replaces very often. The govermnent intervenes continually 

and meaningfully and reaches decisions in the absence of the administration which 
feels itself an absolute executive organ of the government... We truly believe 

in less government intervention than exists today." It seems that some of his 
ministers do not agree with Papandreou--or that they are not sufficiently brought 


up to date. 
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
